Youth HIV 
group gets 
a seasoned 
leader

T here’s a new man working on be¬ 
half of youth with HIV. Bay Area 
Young Positives has announced 
the hiring of activist Douglas Hudson 
as the organization’s executive direc¬ 
tor, a move that many believe will 
help to ensure the nonprofit’s finan¬ 
cial stability and community pres¬ 
ence. 

“He brings a solid and diverse 
background with various roles in di¬ 
rect services, complimentary thera¬ 
pies, and nonprofit management,” 
said Robert Perez, BAY Positives’ 
board president, of Hudson. “He will 
be an outstanding advocate for young 
people in the Bay Area who are living 
with HIV.” 

Founded in 1990 as a support 
group for young people living with 
HIV/AIDS, BAY Positives grew to be¬ 
come a 501(c)(3) nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion in 1993. In 1994, the agency re¬ 
ceived a large federal grant and 
opened its doors as the first peer-run 
agency for young people living with 
HIV/AIDS in the world. 

Hudson joins BAY Positives as the 
organization’s fourth permanent ex¬ 
ecutive director, and while he arrives 
fresh from a job at Excite@home, his 
interests and experiences have always 
been in grassroots leadership and out¬ 
reach. 

“I had wanted to get into engi¬ 
neering, and create a connection 
where nonprofits could share infor¬ 
mation with each other,” said Hudson 
of his year-long stint in computer- 
based communication. “I’m still in¬ 
terested in doing that, but not 
through the dot-com world.” 

The more relevant credits on Hud¬ 
son’s resume make up an extensive 
history of multicultural advocacy, 
from assisting refugees of El Salvador 
to campaigning for environmental 
causes to coordinating events for Na- 
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F ollowing an impassioned plea for his 
life, openly gay prison rights activist 
Brian Patrick Carmichael’s felony con¬ 
viction on a battery charge was reduced 
to a misdemeanor by Santa Clara County Su¬ 
perior Court Judge Alden E. Danner on 
Monday, July 2. The reduction means that 
Carmichael avoided a third strike conviction 
and Danner sentenced, him to one year in 
jail; with time off for good behavior, 
Carmichael could be free in eight months. 

Carmichael, who has been in the Santa 
Clara County jail since last September, 
waived his time already served. If he had 
been sentenced for a third strike, he could 
have faced 27 years to life in prison. 

The case against Carmichael stems from 
an incident that occurred at San Jose Inter¬ 
national Airport last September as 
Carmichael stepped off an airplane. Police 
were waiting at the airport to talk to 
Carmichael, who while on the airplane in 
Dallas, got into an argument with a passen¬ 
ger who wanted the seat Carmichael had 
been told was reserved for his severely ill 
brother. 

After Carmichael got off the airplane, po¬ 
lice retrieved a bag from the plane containing ' 
his brother’s medications. Carmichael at¬ 
tempted to open the bag, despite officers 
telling him not to. During a scuffle that fol¬ 
lowed, he fell on a police officer, who later re¬ 
ported that he suffered an injury. 

While at Valley Medical Center following 
his arrest, Carmichael told the attending 
physician he was HIV-positive; another po¬ 
lice officer overheard the conversation, and 
events spiraled out of control, as the district 
attorney’s office proceeded with a third strike 
prosecution. Carmichael has previous felony 
convictions. 

Following a non-jury trial in January, 
Judge Danner found Carmichael guilty of a 
felony charge of battery on a peace officer 
causing injury. Since the conviction, 
Carmichael tried to get a new trial; Danner 
denied that motion earlier this year. He then 
tried to have the felony reduced to a misde¬ 
meanor, but Danner said he could only con¬ 
sider that at the time of sentencing on the 
felony. 

Carmichael’s sentencing hearing started 
last Friday, June 29, and was continued to 


J ust when you thought that queer pride 
was over comes one more weekend of 
festivities and activism, thanks to the 
city’s younger generation. 

While many youth have spent the sum¬ 
mer playing in the streets or shooting at 
video screens, local LGBTQ teens and young 
adults have been busy planning and produc¬ 
ing the sixth annual “Young, Loud, and 
Proud” conference, to be held July 13-15 in 
San Francisco. 

YLP, a conference for queer and ques¬ 
tioning youth, draws hundreds of partici¬ 
pants each year and is free of charge to those 
25 and younger.

Monday. Numerous friends and supporters 
packed the courtroom on Friday; many 
showed up again on Monday. 

Unlike numerous court appearances over 
the past several months during which he 
served as his own lawyer, Carmichael was 
represented by a defense attorney for his sen¬ 
tencing hearing. Defense lawyer Daniel May- 
field argued that the injury suffered by the 
police officer was not a broken arm as ini¬ 
tially indicated in the police report, but 
rather a sprain. He also argued that the first 
HIV test Carmichael received was illegally 
obtained, and as a result, everything after 
that was illegally introduced. 

A court-ordered HIV test was not carried 
out until October 16, 2000, Mayfield said, 
well after Carmichael’s arrest. “Why? Because 


the queer population comes together from 
all backgrounds to empower each other 
through networking and organizing. 

In response to popular demand, this 
year’s YLP will offer an adult track for 
providers and others with a stake in LGBT 
kids, but you’ll have to be ready to let go of 
some old assumptions. For starters, the 
youth among us do not necessarily operate 
on a binary gender system, as witnessed by 
YLP’s keynote speakers: Kristi Bruce, an in- 
tersexed youth who has been an advocate for 
allowing babies with ambiguous genitalia to 
forgo forced surgery and gender assignment;

It 
was only after officers lifted a wheelchair 
containing Carmichael, who at this point was 
placed in a wrap device, that the officer com¬ 
plained of an injury. 

“This is not felony conduct, let alone a 
felony that triggers a three-strike prosecu- 
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your definition of “homosexuality” and 
watch it spin.

San Mateo Supe revs 
up for re-election bid

A t a well-attended campaign 
kick-off at his Menlo Park 
home on June 29, Rich Gor¬ 
don found that he was supported 
by many local residents in his bid 
for re-election to the San Mateo 
County Board of Supervisors. The 
event was also a fundraiser, proba¬ 
bly the first of many, as he said that 
“by the close of this campaign, I 
intend to have $20,000.” 

Asked what drew him to local 
politics, he replied, “I especially 
want to improve the process of 
bringing together people of differ¬ 
ing views and work to gain mutu¬ 
ally acceptable positions for the 
common good.” 

Gordon has worked with local 
leaders, including Congressman 
Tom Lantos, Congresswoman Anna 
Eshoo, and county Sheriff Don 
Horsley, on a variety of issues since 
becoming a county supervisor. 

Since being elected, Gordon 
has brought to his job experience 
gleaned from his former career of 
helping people - especially young

people - through difficulties so 
that they can lead more produc¬ 
tive lives. 

While Gordon is a longtime 
Democrat, he noted that the 
Board of Supervisors seat is non¬ 
partisan. He hopes for some assis¬ 


tance from his party, but empha¬ 
sized that he expects no direct 
help. “I believe that it is from the 
individual that the most impor¬ 
tant aid comes,” he added. 

Gordon, who is openly gay, has 
been in a union of 18 years with 
his partner, Dr. Dennis McShane, 
and that fact is well known to area 
voters. McShane no longer prac¬ 
tices medicine but works in the 
computer industry. While there 
was a small amount of gossip 
about Gordon’s being gay during 
his first campaign, he believes that 
it is no longer an issue. He pointed 
out that his being on the board is 
demonstration that the county’s 
acceptance of a gay man in such an 
important post has markedly im¬ 
proved. 

Gordon finds his greatest sat¬ 
isfaction in participating in the 
development of a regional ap¬ 
proach to governing. In this re¬ 
gard, he pointed out that in San 
Mateo County, county govern¬ 
ment and the governments of its 
cities - such as San Mateo, Pacifi¬ 
ca, and 16 others - are cooperat¬ 
ing better. T

Participants will gather on 
Sunday, July 15 at Sharon Mead¬ 
ow in Golden Gate Park for a 10K 
walk (that’s 6.2 miles for the met¬ 
rically challenged) to support the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
and 38 other AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations in the Bay Area. 

The walk proceeds, rain or 
shine. Sign-in begins at 8:30 a.m., 
with opening ceremonies set for 
9:15. 

Registration can be done on¬ 
line at www.aidswalk.net or by 
calling (415) 392-WALK (that’s 
392-9255). You can also just show 
up. 

Confirmed celebrity partici¬ 
pants include openly gay Billy 


Brochtrup, who plays the gay re¬ 
ceptionist on the police drama 
NYPD Blue. 

Singer and actor Wilson Cruz, 
who was “hugely entertaining last 
year,” will return as well, accord¬ 
ing to Gustavo Sudrez, communi¬ 
cations director at SFAF. 

Organizers are encouraging 
people to sign up, reminding 
them that after 20 years of the epi¬ 
demic, “we need to fight even 
harder to end the suffering caused 
by HIV/AIDS.” 

Publicity for the event includes 
a number of poignant messages 
that hammer home its impor¬ 
tance: “The virus inside me never 
takes a day off; neither can I”, and 
“Since my twin brother died, I 
walk for us both.” 

The AIDS Walk is produced by 
MZA Inc. with organizational as¬ 
sistance by SFAF; beneficiaries are 
selected by the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion. These include a broad range 


of groups such as the Larkin Street 
Youth Center which helps home¬ 
less youth; the Huckleberry Youth 
Program for teens; Maitri, which 
provides residential care to PWAs; 
the Asian and Pacific Islander 
Wellness Center; and Lyon-Mar- 
tin Women’s Health Services, to 
name just a few. 

“Last year we had 25,000 par¬ 
ticipants and raised $3.8 million,” 
said Suarez. 

That was down from 27,000 
the previous year, but the weather 
a year ago was “crummy,” Suarez 
added. 

“Right now registration is 
about the same as last year, so 
we’re hoping for more people and 
hope to at least match the money 
raised,” Suarez said. 

People can self-register even on 
the day of the walk by showing up 
at the stage and pledging any 
amount they can commit to, even 
$25, said Suarez. ▼

“I’ve been teaching for 11 years, 
and I’ve helped a lot of artists get 
their work funded,” said Pellissier, 
adding that he most recently 
helped someone secure $10,000 
for a project. “People get a lot of 
information out of this class.” 

The grant writing workshop 
will be held at 483 Guerrero 
Street, near 16th, from 10 a.m. to 1 
p.m.

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Man sets himself 
ablaze in Castro, dies

JH man who set himself on 
ffljl fire on Diamond Street 
mw. died last Wednesday, June 
27, with third-degree burns over 
much of his body, according to 
San Francisco police. 

One witness heard the man, 
later identified as David Mc¬ 
Cormick, 49, say he was “sorry to 
be doing this to the gay commu¬ 
nity,” according to Sergeant Jane 
Warner of the San Francisco Pa¬ 
trol Special Police unit that covers 
the Castro. McCormick died on | 


his birthday. 

Warner told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that on Tuesday, June 26, 
around 5 p.m. witnesses saw Mc¬ 
Cormick, looking despondent, 
crouched on Diamond Street with 
his head in his hands. 

He then doused himself from a 
can of gasoline, lit a match, and 
bolted, aflame, across the street. 

“The witnesses said they saw 
him in a ball of flame, and then he 
collapsed in front of Most Holy 
Redeemer Church,” Warner said. 

Three witnesses happened to 
be registered nurses, and one told 
police that the flames were so 


fierce that she could not extin¬ 
guish them. 

Warner said McCormick appar¬ 
ently set himself afire near a hospice 
and then ran toward the church as if 
he were heading inside it. 

Police Captain Ron Roth of 
Mission Station said that just be¬ 
fore the incident, a woman who 
smelled the gasoline had tried to 
distract McCormick’s attention, 
but he ignored her and set his leg 
on fire. 

Roth said McCormick, who 
lived on Franklin Street, was taken 
to San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal, where he died. ▼ 


Mark Leno proposes 
revised bill on housing

S upervisor Mark Leno has 
reintroduced an inclusion¬ 
ary affordable housing mea¬ 
sure with an expanded scope 
aimed at softening San Francisco’s 
ongoing housing crisis. 

Leno’s plan, introduced Mon¬ 
day, June 18, comes in the wake of 
a major victory for pro-tenant 
groups, who lobbied the Board of 
Supervisors successfully to curb 
conversions of tenancies-in-com- 
mon. Regarding that legislation, 
Mayor Willie Brown vetoed it last 
week, but the board may take ac¬ 
tion to override his veto. 

Even with reports of a slightly 
looser housing market in some 
parts of the Bay Area, San Francisco 
remains beyond the reach of many 
who would like to stay or live in the 
city. Evictions are forcing many res¬ 
idents out of their apartments. 

lino’s proposal under the In¬ 
clusionary Affordable Housing 
Program would expand afford¬ 
ability requirements to apply to all 
residential development of 10 or 
more units. Projects requiring a 
conditional use permit, planned 
unit developments, and live-work 
projects would have to provide 15 
percent affordable units, up from 
12 percent in the previous version 
of the legislation. 

Ten percent requirement 

All other development of resi¬ 
dential property would be re¬ 
quired to provide 10 percent-af¬ 
fordable units; previously, there 
were no affordability requirements 
for other residential projects.

The proposal will go “in com¬ 
ing months” to the San Francisco 
Planning Commission and then 
to the Board of Supervisors. 

“Given the dire need for hous¬ 
ing in this city,” Leno said, “I hope 
my colleagues will support this 
legislation, which could produce 
thousands of new units each year, 
hundreds of which would be af¬ 
fordable, and take a significant 
bite out of our housing crunch.” 

Leno said his revised legisla¬ 
tion offers three options for devel¬ 
opers to meet the affordability cri¬ 
teria. These include letting devel¬ 
opers choose to provide afford¬ 
able housing on site; or off site, at 
a different location, which would 
boost the affordability require¬ 
ments in each category by 5 per¬ 
cent to 20 percent and 15 percent 
respectively; or pay a fee to the Re¬ 
development Agency to preserve 
existing Section 8 federally subsi¬ 


dized units. 

The earlier legislation did not 
offer the payment option. 

Leno, who was appointed to the 
Board of Supervisors by Mayor 
Willie Brown in 1998, has been re¬ 
elected twice. In June he declared 
his candidacy for the 13th District 
state Assembly seat being vacated by 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden. 

Current levels 

Leno said his reintroduced 
proposal retains current afford¬ 
ability levels. 

As described in the proposal, 
inclusionary units “must be af¬ 
fordable” to households earning 
60 percent of median income for 
rental units, and 100 percent of 
median income for owned units. 

This means that for 2001: 

• A single renter could not earn 
more than $33,630 annually to 
qualify to rent an affordable unit. 

• A family of two renters, both 
working, would have to make no 
more than $38,460 annually, or 
about $9.25 an hour each. “Fami¬ 
ly” is not limited to a convention¬ 
al legal definition but could be a 
LGBT couple or simply two wage 
earners sharing a flat. 

• A family of four renting their 
home would have to earn $48,060 
or less annually 

• For buyers, a single purchaser 
would have to limit earnings to 
$56,050 annually. 

Affordability 

Leno told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that his revised legislation 
would not change the length and 
level of affordability.

2440 Market Street, Muni Sta¬ 
tion, June 26, 11:45 p.m.: Two 
transgender people were walking 
down the stairs into the Castro 
Muni station when they were ap¬ 
proached by three young adults, 
one of whom punched them in the 
head and said, “You faggot ass 
bitches. You think you’re women?” 


A fight ensued and one of the sus¬ 
pects threw a boom box at the head 
of one victim, missing, and anoth¬ 
er attacker waved a broken bottle 
in a threatening manner. Police ar¬ 
rived moments later and saw one 
suspect throw a 30-pound 
garbage can at one of the 
victims. The three sus¬ 
pects ignored the offi¬ 
cers’ commands to 
stop fighting. Two of 
the suspects were 
then struck with ba¬ 
tons and brought 
into custody with¬ 
out further inci¬ 
dent. Booked for 
aggravated assault, 
making terrorist threats, and re¬ 
sisting arrest were two women, 
both 18, and a man, 21. A hate 
crime enhancement is pending. 

High ride 

Safeway parking lot, June 29, 
8:48 p.m.: A passing citizen called 
authorities after witnessing a man 
driving a Toyota SUV pull into 
Safeway’s parking lot, get out, and 
take a bicycle off the roof of an¬ 
other parked vehicle. The suspect 


put the $500 purple Cannondale 
into his SUV and sped out of the 
parking lot. The witness gave re¬ 
sponding police the license plate, 
and officers determined the SUV 
was stolen out of Brisbane. Offi¬ 
cers broadcast the information 
and a short time later, the 
stolen SUV was spotted 
pulling out of a gas sta¬ 
tion on the 500 block 
of South Van Ness. 
The bicycle was not in¬ 
side the car and when 
officers asked the 
driver where it was, 
the driver told 
them, “I traded it 
for a 50-shot of 
crack over on 6th and Market. The 
26-year-old suspected thief was 
booked for auto theft, property 
theft, possession of narcotics, pa¬ 
role violation, and driving with a 
suspended license. ▼

Wanted: Witnesses 
to Castro hate crime

here were likely more than a 
few people awake and/or on 
the streets during an alleged 
hate crime that was committed in 
the Castro last winter, and Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence is 
asking that they step forward to 
help with an investigation of an 
attack against a gay man. 

According to CUAV, on Satur¬ 
day, February 10, at 10:30 p.m., 
the victim was waiting for the 18 
Muni line at Dolores Park. The 
suspect, a white man in his late 
20s or early 30s, approached the 
victim from the walkway by the 
park tennis courts. The bus did 
not arrive, so the victim started 
walking toward the Castro Dis¬ 
trict, resting at Church and 16th 
Street, across from Everett Middle 
School. At that point he noticed 
the suspect next to an alley on 
Chula Street, about 20 feet away. 
According to CUAV, the suspect 
made eye contact with the victim 
and said, “What are you stopping 
for, you fucking faggot?” 

The victim crossed Church 
Street and the suspect said, “Fag¬ 
got!” and “Get the hell out of here!” 


The victim responded by saying, “I 
don’t know what it matters what 
I’m doing out here. What are you 
doing out here?” The alleged ha- 
rasser then started chasing the vic¬ 
tim. The victim ran up 16th Street, 
got to a chocolate store at 3489 
16th Street, and told a man coming 
out of an apartment building that a 
gay basher was coming down the 
street. The man went back into the 
apartment building. 

The victim continued running 
up Sanchez and came to a wall, 
where the suspect proceeded to 
grab and put the victim in a head- 
lock, saying, “I’ve got you now, 
fucking faggot, what are you going 
to do?” The suspect punched the 
victim in the nose and face. Each 
time he struck the victim he made 
a wrestling sound. During the at¬ 
tack, the suspect’s backpack 
opened, which angered him even 
more. The suspect started collect¬ 
ing his things and the victim got 
up and ran toward Market Street, 
yelling for help at the corner of 
Market and 17th. 

The victim spotted three 
women in their 20s and 30s stand¬ 
ing on the corner across the street. 
The victim approached one 
woman, begging her for help. 


Across the street, the suspect 
screamed, “Just try and get me you 
fucking faggot,” then ran down 
the street. The woman grabbed 
the victim’s arm and said, “Let’s go 
get him,” while her friend called 
the police on the cell phone. They 
got as far as the next corner but 
didn’t see the suspect. One 
woman said that all four of them 
would have to stay in one place as 
she called the police. The three 
women waited with the victim 
until police arrived. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the police did not get witness 
statements from them. 

CUAV and the San Francisco 
Police Department are asking for 
anyone with any information to 
call Tina D’Elia at (415) 777-5500, 
extension 304, or Inspector Henry 
Seto at (415) 553-1133. The sus¬ 
pect in this incident was wearing a 
small gray hat and a snorkel jacket, 
and was carrying a black backpack. 

CUAV would also like to re¬ 
mind the community that hate 
crimes often increase in the spring 
and summer months; if you or 
someone you know needs non¬ 
emergency assistance with an in¬ 
cident targeting the LGBTQ com¬ 
munities, call the 24-hour crisis 
line at (415)333-HELP. T

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Center tackles API 
HIV, health issues

kay, we just know you’ll get 
p 5 this one. 

Jazmine, Re-fried, Long 
Grain, Puff, and Rice-a-Roni, The 
San Francisco Treat are: 

A) varieties of rice 

B) ambassadors of HIV pre¬ 
vention, otherwise known as the 
Asian & Pacific Islander Wellness 
Center’s Rice Girls. 

See, you are pretty damn sharp. 

But here’s a few things you may 
or may not know: 

• In the U.S., Asians and Pacif¬ 
ic Islanders (APIs) face higher 
rates of major diseases than 
whites. The tuberculosis infection 
rate is five times higher than that 
in the overall population. Last 
year APIs accounted for 65 per¬ 
cent of all TB cases in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

• There are also disproportion¬ 
ately high rates of hepatitis B, dia¬ 
betes, and cancer. 

• Forty percent of APIs nation¬ 
wide don’t speak English fluently. 

• A Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention study found that 
APIs have the highest proportions 
of HIV testing conducted at so- 
called anonymous sites. Yet often 
diagnosis comes only in late stages 
of the disease, according to media 
reports. 

• In San Francisco, where APIs 
make up 31 percent of the popu¬ 
lation, nearly one in two youth are 
of that heritage. 

Advocates for the community 
- really a series of communities 
with commonalties and differ¬ 
ences - have made major strides 
but face huge challenges, accord¬ 
ing to staff at the API Wellness 
Center interviewed recently at 
their Polk Street offices by the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Performers and Orasure 

One approach in the center’s 
wellness outreach came through 
Pride, where the Rice Girls and 
other headliners promoted safer 
sex and wellness messages from 
their stage. Overall, 54 API visitors 
to Pride got oral HIV tests on the 
spot. 

Featured performers ranged 
from the GAPA Dance Company 
to Filipina singer Yvette to Hawai¬ 
ian cabaret star Matt Yee to the 
Sawatdee Thai Classical Dance 
Group organized by the center’s 
Thai/Lao health educator, Timmy 
Promlack. 

Such approaches are part of 
the center’s comprehensive physi¬ 
cal, mental, and social health ef¬ 
forts for the API community. For 
example, with the help of a 
$10,000 grant in May from Pacif¬ 
ic Bell, the center is running 
QUACK (Queer Asian & Pacific

Islander Chicks). QUACK targets 
lesbian, bisexual, transgender, and 
queer women under age 26. 

“We are incredibly heartened 
that Pacific Bell is assisting our ef¬ 
forts to empower young women 
to care for themselves and their 
communities while looking criti¬ 
cally at the complex intersection 
of identity and oppression in their 
lives,” said API Executive Director 
John Manzon-Santos. 

As he and his colleagues de¬ 
scribe it, overall life for many APIs 
in the U.S. may be more a round¬ 
about than an intersection, or per¬ 
haps a Los Angeles freeway inter¬ 
change. 

Many APIs thread through 
daily issues of overlapping identi¬ 
ties of culture, ethnicity, native 
place, language ability, trying to 
merge into issues of multicultur- 
alism, assimilation, and percep¬ 
tion by others. 

Often, people run into racism, 
homophobia, and a host of prob¬ 
lems from inside and outside the 
communities or groups they iden¬ 
tify with. 

Such problems are familiar for 
APIs born or raised here; for im¬ 
migrants and refugees - a big part 
of the center’s clientele - these is¬ 
sues can be overwhelming. Limit¬ 
ed language is often a huge barri¬ 
er to health. 

Languages 

Manzon-Santos and his paid 
staff of around 50 people juggle a 
15-course banquet of programs 
and services in 18 languages, from 
Chamoru spoken in Guam to Gu- 
jrati and Hindi of South Asia to 
Tagalog and Visayan of the Philip¬ 
pines, as well as varieties of Chi¬ 
nese and several other tongues. 
Not to mention services for the 
deaf in American Sign Language. 

“More and more, we see our¬ 
selves as a community center for 
APIs and our allies,” said Manzon- 
Santos, who views his gay identity 
as closely linked to his Asian iden¬ 
tity. “We are trying to deal with 
the key issue of isolation. Our own 
experiences as APIs is often splin¬ 
tered and isolating, especially 
among immigrants and refugees.” 

Much of the center’s work in¬ 
volves peer education and client 
centered models. As such, API 
Wellness is linked into a network 
of community organizations and 
foundations, including the up¬ 
coming AIDS Walk, which helped 
fund the center’s total budget of 
$2.6 million in the last fiscal year. 

Medical issues and HIV 

Denial and taboo around med¬ 


ical issues are of course familiar to 
many marginalized people, and 
some not so marginalized. Many 
immigrants and refugees - not 
limited to APIs - arrive in San 
Francisco with little or no notion 
of HIV/AIDS. But APIs are at very 
high risk. 

A center report last year quot¬ 
ed a New York Times editorial: 
“Asian Americans, especially new 
immigrants, are largely uneducat¬ 
ed about AIDS. More than any 
other ethnic group, Asian Ameri¬ 
cans do not get diagnosed with 
AIDS until the disease is already in 
its later stages. This reflects a 
dearth of Asian-language educa¬ 
tional materials ... Stepping up 
AIDS education efforts would 
help increase understanding.” 

The Times praised community 
groups’ efforts and urged public 
support for them. 

Outreach 

The center, formed from two 
existing organizations, took inno¬ 
vative steps to break the denial 
and taboo on HIV in the mid- 
1990s with its multilingual HIV 
treatment case management 
model. This, plus outreach and 
HIV testing programs, have 
“made San Francisco the excep¬ 
tion” to the problem of ignorance, 
the report said. 

As in many communities of 
color, the issue of gay sexuality is a

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A splash of justice 


S anta Clara County Superior Court 
Judge Alden E. Danner did the right 
thing on Monday when he reduced 
the felony battery conviction of gay, HIV¬ 
positive prison rights activist Brian Patrick 
Carmichael to a misdemeanor. As a result, 
instead of facing 27 years to life for what 
would have been his third-strike felony, 
Carmichael was sentenced to one year in jail 
(with time off for good behavior, he will be 
eligible for release in about eight months). 

Carmichael’s case, which began last Sep¬ 
tember, was never really about the alleged 
injury suffered by a San Jose police officer, 
but rather, about HIV. Carmichael was fac¬ 
ing lesser charges after an incident at San 
Jose International Airport [see story, page 1 ] 
until another police officer overheard 
Carmichael tell an attending physician of 
his HIV status. “When you tell someone 
you’re HIV-positive, I’ve always been taught 
that’s the responsible thing to do,” 
Carmichael told the court at his sentencing 
hearing on Monday. At the moment when 
Carmichael revealed his HIV status, howev¬ 
er, all hell broke loose; and suddenly, he was 
facing a third-strike felony and the possibil¬ 
ity of life in prison. Bail was set at $1 mil¬ 
lion, and Carmichael was assigned a lack¬ 
luster public defender who did nothing in 
his defense at his January trial. Instead, the 
defense attorney called Carmichael to the 
stand and didn’t ask him any questions; he 
had Carmichael remove his shirt so that the 
judge could see all of his tattoos. Carmichael 
was convicted because of his appearance 
and background. You could call it tattoo¬ 
profiling, because, arguably, the inference 
was that the tattoos made it appear that he 
was predisposed to commit crimes. 

Carmichael has not had an easy life and, 
yes, he has been in prison for a good por¬ 
tion of it. During that time, however, 
Carmichael was instrumental in bringing 
the plight of HIV-positive prisoners to the 
attention of state legislators and other 
politicians, and his efforts resulted in 
changes at the California Medical Facility at 
Vacaville to improve the lives of HIV-posi¬ 


tive prisoners at that institution. 

Since his discharge from parole in early 
1999, Carmichael had been getting his life 
together, yet all of that changed last 
September when he was transport- ( 

ing his gravely ill brother across 
the country. 

Dan Mayfield, Carmichael’s 
new defense attorney, correctly — 
brought up the HIV issues during 
his arguments on Monday. In fact, he ar¬ 
gued that since Carmichael’s first AIDS 
test was illegally obtained, 
everything brought up in re¬ 
gards to AIDS that was gained 
from that first test was illegal. 

(A second, legal test was carried out several 
weeks after his arrest.) 

Carmichael’s case shows how AIDSpho- 
bia is alive and well in the criminal justice 
system after 20 years of the epidemic and 
decades of education. The police officers 
flipped out when they learned of 



Carmichael’s status and the case veered out 
of control. 

This case also shows that the application 
of the three-strikes law can be flawed. If the 
police officer was injured, it’s not clear 
that Carmichael caused the injury. 
That, combined with the HIV issues, 
resulted in a felony charge that in 
most other instances probably would 
have been a misdemeanor. Yet he faced 
life in prison simply for his past con¬ 
victions for which he has already 
served time. 

Carmichael’s many sup¬ 
porters - including prison ac¬ 
tivists, AIDS activists, and the 
American Civil Liberties Union - worked 
hard to get him legal help when he needed it 
most, and it paid off with the judge’s deci¬ 
sion to reduce the felony. While we would 
have liked to see him sentenced to time 
served, we are relieved that he won’t be 
spending the rest of his life in prison. ▼ 
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In defense of Pride Parade

T his is in response to C.S. White’s com¬ 
plaint that appeared in last week’s 
Bay Area Reporter about the Pride Pa¬ 
rade being too slow and gaping. First, I’d 
like to commend White on his/her ability to 
be omnipresent and all-knowing. Surely, if 
they had been involved this year, everything 
would have been just perfect! 

But, sincerely, seeing as how I doubt 
White could be in all places at one time, or 
even all-knowing, his/her complaints - 
though valid in the right to have them 
- are based a clear lack of informa¬ 
tion, speculation, and assumption. 

Was White one of the volunteers 
walking the entire route up and 
back all day? Was White down at 
the beginning of the parade, mon¬ 
itoring how it started and 
moved out? Was White 
wearing a walkie-talkie 
and hooked into our 
command network, so White could track all 
the issues and problems that came up and 
needed to be resolved on the fly? Is White 
familiar with our operations set-up? Is 
White familiar with our staff set-up? 

Regarding your comments about the dif¬ 
ficulty getting into and around town: Did you 
see the publicity over the last several months, 
including the reminders in mainstream pa¬ 
pers and on the news warning about traffic 
jams and the inability to find parking, hence 
the suggestion to use public transportation? 

About the street crossings: I take it you 
didn’t have a copy of the police depart¬ 
ment-issued street closures? You know, the 
ones that clearly showed which streets 
were being kept open for emergency vehi¬ 
cles and pedestrian traffic - like 1st, 3rd, 
5th, and 7th streets - so all you had to do 
was walk one block in either direction to 


cross, or you could use the Muni under¬ 
ground. People jump barricades because 
they’re too lazy to walk, too impatient to 
wait, or too inconsiderate and don’t care 
that they disrupt everyone else by disre¬ 
garding police barricades that are set up 
for their own safety. 

As for our volunteers: There are about 
four safety and four medical volunteers as¬ 
signed to each block. The blocks are large, so 
they each hover near the southeast, south¬ 
west, northeast, and northwest corners, then 
come together if an incident requires it. 

Unlike other parades in this town, the ma¬ 
jority of workers for the Pride Parade aren’t 
paid. Many of those who help aren’t even fa- 

__ miliar with how a parade or large- 

scale event works - but we have 
just enough veterans to train 
them. Since the organization 
can’t afford to compensate every¬ 
one or hire a commercial 
firm to put on the parade, 
we do the best with what 
we can. And frankly, I’d 
rather be working with members of the com¬ 
munity or queer-friendly folk on this event 
than see it become another Rose Bowl Parade, 
or other commercial parade in this city that 
is just one long staged event rolling by. 

Sure breaks happen. Do you know why? 
A broken axle here, a flat tire there, a spilled 
motorcycle a few blocks back, a halt to bring 
in an ambulance, the removal of a stalled 
car, the exit of a non-compliant contingent. 
Are you sure you could keep the parade 
running smoothly, effortlessly, and without 
pause given these events taking place, C.S.? 

As for what you saw between 10:30 a.m. 
and 1 p.m.: As per usual, the parade started 
on time with the fanfare of over 500 women 
on motorcycles. They were followed by hun¬ 
dreds of people on bicycles, then the grand 
marshals, and then an assortment of march¬ 
ing contingents and floats. At 11:30 a.m., I 


waved the groups assembled on Spear Street 
onto Market Street. At noon, I hitched a ride 
up the route on a motorized cable car. Now, 
anyone who has seen our parade over the 
last 30 years knows that there is a gap be¬ 
tween the Women’s Motorcycle Contingent 
and the rest of the parade because motorcy¬ 
cles are generally faster than legs. And so are 
bicycles. And so are cars, trucks, and floats. 
When I arrived at the medical station be¬ 
tween 7th and 8th streets, there was one 
lone gap (of a few minutes) in the parade, a 
direct result of the span between motorcy¬ 
cles/bikes that had preceded, and marchers 
following. The rest of the route down to 
Spear Street was solid, until a float broke 
down on the route, which caused a short 
delay as they moved off to the side to let the 
rest of the parade go around them. 

At 2:30 p.m. the last of 240 contingents 
were on the parade route, which means they 
had to be moving tightly, and at a pretty nice 
pace from when I left the step-off area. The 
parade was over around 3:30 p.m., 15 min¬ 
utes later than last year, 30 minutes later than 
the year before that, and an hour earlier than 
the 1998 parade. All previous parades had 
fewer contingents than this year’s parade. 

C.S., on the one hand, you decry that 
there is little professionalism, when we are 
the leaders in televising the parade on a 
mainstream channel. And you lambaste us 
for keeping what most parades have lost - 
community involvement. 

If the sight of your own brothers and sis¬ 
ters and other queer-friendly folks marching 
under a unifying theme so bores you, then I 
have a suggestion for next year: Stay home! 
Or, put your energy where your mouth is, and 
volunteer to improve the parade in 2002. ▼

I read with disgust the letters section of last week’s 
B.A.R. (June 28) regarding our Pride celebration and 
I felt the need to write because I am just sick that our 
community can do little more than bitch about an 
unfavorable outcome. Grow up! 

It takes a 6-year-old (expecting fireworks and clowns) 
to bitch about gaps in the parade (C.S. White, “Too many 
gaps in parade”). It takes an adult to offer solutions or 
better yet volunteer time and energy to make the parade 
better. Some suggestions I have for C.S. White: 

1) Join the board of directors of Pride for next year 
and have a hand in producing a better product. 

2) Instead of whining about only one volunteer 
working an entire block as a monitor, volunteer to be 
a parade monitor yourself. The Pride committee had 
been putting out messages for weeks that they were in 
dire need for more volunteers in order to make the 
parade a success, but not nearly enough people 
stepped up to the plate. 

3) If neither of these suggestions meet with your 
approval or ability, I suggest you move back to that 
small Texas town that can deliver a better parade for 
your attention span. 

Also, to Phil Siegel, who has a problem with the 
commercialization of Pride (This is ‘Queerific’?): 
Pride did not get to this point because a small group 
of people controlled the content. Pride got to this 
point of commercialization because a large group of 
apathetic queers bitch about what a shitty Pride it is 
but do nothing to improve it, so improve¬ 
ments are left to handful of overworked 
and under-appreciated individuals to 
build something the masses will attend. 

Maybe by joining the board of directors, 
you can start to stack votes against com¬ 
mercialization and encourage only 
queer (or queer-friendly) vendors and 
parade participants to participate at 
Pride in the future. 

There is something different to say to 
John Cailleau, who remembers a different time (“The 
bloated celebration”): Decisions do not happen in a 
vacuum. Where the hell have you been for the past 31 
years since you gathered in the park after a protest 
march? How did you let Pride become what it is today? 
Thirty-one years ago, I was in kindergarten and could¬ 
n’t get anyone to listen to me. What is your excuse? 

There are 100,000-plus people in our community 
in San Francisco alone, yet probably less (much less 
more likely) than a 1,000 v. ho actively take on re¬ 
sponsibility to effect change and promote a more pos¬ 
itive experience. The next time you want to start 
pointing fingers, look in a mirror and ask yourself 
what you have done in the last six months to make 
our community a better place - if you are lacking for 
an answer, point your finger at the mirror - then get 
off your ass and do something positive!

Stop whining 

I can’t believe all of the whining in your letters sec¬ 
tion about the recent Pride celebration [Mailstrom, June 
28]. I’d like to respond to some of the criticisms that 
were voiced. 

One reader complained vociferously about the 
gaps in the parade, and attributed this to a desire to be 
on television. I’d like to know where s/he got the idea 
that that was the cause of the gaps. I watched the first 
portion of the parade while standing very close to 
Market and Battery, and could clearly see that the gaps 
were caused by traffic which was being allowed to 
cross Market Street and not by anyone posing for TV 
cameras. Later, when I joined my contingent and we 
marched up Market Street, we never paused for any 
TV cameras. The only camera that I ever saw was 
mounted above the parade route and no one stopped 
to pose for it. I’d say, before you go on a ranting tirade, 
you’d better get your facts straight (so to speak). 

For several weeks, and possibly months now, read¬ 
ers have been objecting to the term “queer” and this 
year’s pride theme “Queerific.” I absolutely love the 
term Queerific, and have no problem with the word 
queer. I was called queer like many others in the past, 
and feel that by using the word to describe ourselves 
we are able to take away the power of that word. What 
I don’t understand is why those who object to queer 
somehow think that gay is appropriate. Not only does 
it continue to marginalize lesbians, bisexuals, and 
transgenders, but gay has even less to do with who we 
are than queer does. For those who have repeatedly 
said, “look up the word queer in the dictionary,” I say, 
look up the word gay in any dictionary printed before 
the 1960s. We have the power to define ourselves and 
create our own language as is evident by the fact that 
gay is now commonly used to mean homosexual male 
(presumably white and middle class) and to a lesser 
extent lesbians, and not “happy and carefree,” as it was 
originally used in the English language. Queer is a 
much more inclusive term and includes not only sex¬ 
ual orientation, but gender identity as well. 

I suspect that those who are such vocal objectors in 
the letters section of the B.A.R., are, 1) male, 2) white, 
3) middle class, and were at some point in their lives 


able to hide their sexual orientation so that they could 
succeed financially. For me, identifying as queer puts 
me in solidarity with all of my lesbian sisters, bisexuals 
and the transgendered community, working class and 
communities of color, and those who were not able to 
pass so easily, who were at the forefront of the gay lib¬ 
eration movement (while those white, middle class, 
“straight acting” men were hiding their faces in shame). 

I say we stop complaining about irrelevant inciden¬ 
tals such as gaps in the parade and use of one of the 
only words we have to describe ourselves which is truly 
inclusive. Instead, let’s look at the ways in which our 
community continues to marginalize and discriminate 
against those who do not fit into the white, middle 
class, male privileged, youth-obsessed world we call our 
“community.” The pink triangle on Twin Peaks is a per¬ 
fect example. Not only is it a symbol of oppression 
which few seem to object to, it completely ignores those 
lesbians who were also brutalized and murdered by the 
Nazis. Why isn’t anyone whining about that? 

Say it loud and say it proud, we’re here and we’re 
queer - just get used to it!

What about ‘Mama’? 

[The following letter was sent to Robert Franklin, 
general manager of KNTV] 

While I applaud the fact that WB-20 television sta¬ 
tion broadcasts the LGBT Pride Parade live, con¬ 
tinuing the tradition started by Jim Gab- 
| bert and KOFY Channel 20 several years 
ago, I was appalled and extremely disap¬ 
pointed by what appears to many as a bla¬ 
tant omission made in WB-20’s coverage 
of this year’s Pride Parade. 

As you are undoubtedly aware, the 
LGBT Pride Parade celebrates gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender pride. It 
also provides a venue to pay homage to a 
very special few who have been selected by the com¬ 
munity at large for their contributions, commitment, 
and assistance to many key social issues. 

This year’s individual grand marshals were com¬ 
pletely deserving of their selection. Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden, Supervisor Mark Leno, Dr. Carol 
Queen, Duane Cramer, and Sandra “Mama” Rein¬ 
hardt are all inspirations and exemplary role models 
of sharing, love, and dedication for which the city of 
San Francisco should be proud. The same can be said 
of the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, this year’s or¬ 
ganizational grand marshal. Your TV broadcast paid 
justifiable coverage to of all but one of these individ¬ 
uals, and it is for that reason I am sending this letter. 

Sandra Reinhardt, affectionately called “Mama” by 
her adopted and extended family of “boys,” is a 59- 
year-old mother, grandmother, and role model for us 
all. While a member of the gay community for a rela¬ 
tively short part of her life, what she has accomplished 
in that time frame has been truly remarkable. As the 
AIDS epidemic started decimating the gay population 
of this city, and as Mama started burying her boys, 
one by one, she reached a point where she could not 
just sit back and helplessly watch those she loved die. 
Her pain and grief thrust her into an active role of 
raising money to help those who were so in need. 
From small events at first to major fundraisers now, 
Mama’s efforts are credited for raising many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to assist organizations like the 
AIDS Emergency Fund and Positive Resource Center. 

In 1999, a well-known and loved member of the 
leather community succumbed to AIDS. The late 
Grant Dupont had started a very successful event, the 
annual Leather Walk, yet another in a litany of 
fundraising events for which this city is so nationally 
praised and emulated. Upon Grant’s death, Mama 
picked up the reins of the Leather Walk and, in 2000, 
raised $32,000, the largest sum to date. 

As the 2001 Pride Parade wound its way along 
Market Street, your TV anchors, cameras, and street 
reporters stopped, chatted, and provided recognition 
to Carole Migden, Mark Leno, Dr. Carol Queen, 
Duane Cramer, and the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence. But as one watched the coverage, Mama was 
not only passed over, but her elaborate float, consist¬ 
ing of a hand-made chariot, and her costume featur¬ 
ing magnificent angel wings, did not even appear for 
one second on your channel. Her presence was not 
mentioned even once. 

As a 27-year resident of San Francisco, and as a 
well-known member of the gay community, I assure 
you that there are many angry people in this city. You 
will never be able to undo what has already been 
done. You can, however, ease the widespread and 
growing level of anger as general manager of KNTV 
and WB-20 by sending a personal letter of apology to 
Sandra “Mama” Reinhardt. I strongly urge you do the 
same to the LGBT community as a whole through a 
letter to our most widely-read publication, the Bay 
Area Reporter. Admission of this gross oversight can at 
least minimize the damage already created. Failure to 
do so could prove very damaging to your station.

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Lesbian separatist responds 

Your Pride issue [June 21 ] was filled with the “cel¬ 
ebrate diversity” theme. There is room for us all in this 
“Queerific” culture of ours, unless, of course, you hap¬ 
pen to be women born female, and are lesbian femi¬ 
nist. You printed not one, but two articles about es¬ 
sentially lesbian supportive organizations, attacking 
individuals, the group (100 Lesbians and Our 
Friends), and their ethics. Cynthia Laird [“My visit to 
the 100 Lesbians meeting”] maligned this group by 
calling them “a throwback to the 1970s.” She intimat¬ 
ed classism by emphasizing “a wooden fence in front 
of their property.” She dismissed, out of hand, the 
wishes of some of the women to “feel safe” in lesbian- 
only space, and reiterated throughout the article, that 
such need for lesbian only space was “going back in 
time,” and indeed, “transphobic.” 

The next article by Katie Szymanski [“T-tering 
commitment”] concentrated on the perceived trans¬ 
phobia of 100 Lesbians and Our Friends, and felt the 
need to target the Michigan Womyns Music Festival, 
again, spouting inaccuracies regarding their “trans¬ 
phobic” policies. 

Why is it that this “beautiful rainbow of diversity” 
in the queer community is so threatened by lesbians 
making space for ourselves? The two lesbian institu¬ 
tions that you chose to attack so vehemently, are two 
of the very few remaining lesbian-only organizations. 
They are filling a need for women who are born 
women and love women, to meet, to exchange ideas, 
to support the community at large, to nurture a cul¬ 
ture, with a focus on lesbians in particular. 

In my work as a lesbian organizer for the past 25 
years, I have seen queer culture evolve from a culture 
with lesbians at the vanguard, to a culture in which 
our issues have been made diffuse. Many of the les¬ 
bians who were activists and cultural workers in the 
1970s are still here, yet where are our meeting spaces? 
Where are our bookstores? With the exception of 
Mama Bears and a few other lighthouses around the 
world, our spaces are disappearing. Lesbian festivals 
are not as well attended as they might be, largely be¬ 
cause of the hate-mongering and divisive tactics ex¬ 
hibited in Szymanski’s article. Seemingly, many of us 
no longer feel entitled to our own space. 

My generation of lesbian feminists and separatists 
were the front-runners of what we now know as 
“queer culture.” We created record companies and 
bookstores, publishing houses and festivals. We cre¬ 
ated art that had never been seen before. We created 
communities and films and theater. We created an 
awareness of disability issues, an awareness of deaf 
culture, an’awareness of ecology issues, and the strug¬ 
gles of women and children around the world. We are 
still here. We are still working for change, and we still 
have that essential need for our own space in the 
world. 

I will be a post-feminist in the post-patriarchy, and 
I will be a post-separatist when lesbophobia - inside 
and outside of our diverse community - is gone for¬ 
ever. That might take some time. 

Nicole Brossard is a lesbian writer and philoso¬ 
pher, and is arguably the “Mary Daly” of Quebec. She 
has said that “A lesbian who does not create space for 
herself is a lesbian who is creating her own extinc¬ 
tion.” As a wise crone has said, “we are in it for the 
long haul,” and despite grand efforts to destroy us, we 
shall, indeed, go forth.

L ast week this column wrote 
that California Governor 
Gray Davis, who only 
weeks ago was considered by some 
to be politically dead, has seem¬ 
ingly turned the corner and ap¬ 
pears to be winning the energy 
crisis public relations contest, par¬ 
ticularly with the White House. 

A couple of readers disagreed 
and said I had it all wrong - that 
Davis is most certainly headed for 
a one-term governorship and 
would likely lose to any Republi¬ 
can next year. In fact, it was only a 
month or so ago that one respect¬ 
ed state poll had Davis in such a 
political fix that some Democrat¬ 
ic leaders were quietly thinking of 
asking U.S. Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein to challenge him in next 
March’s Democratic primary as a 
means of keeping the governor’s 
office in Democratic hands. How¬ 
ever, according to a Los Angeles 
Times poll released recently, Cali¬ 
fornia voters, despite continued 
widespread unhappiness 
over the state’s energy 
crisis, actually favor Davis 
over any of the Republi¬ 
cans now being men¬ 
tioned as his possible 
GOP opponent, in¬ 
cluding the highly 
popular former 
Los Angeles 
mayor, 

Richard Rior- 
dan. 

With electricity bills and gaso¬ 
line prices in California now 
headed downward, albeit ever so 
slightly, the Times survey revealed 
that Californians feel strongly that 
Davis is doing a decent job of han¬ 
dling the energy crisis, and fur¬ 
ther, that it is the Bush White 
House, not Davis, that is really to 
blame for the ongoing crisis. 

Three Republicans - Secretary 
of State Bill Jones, banker 
William E. Simon, and Riordan 
- are the top GOP possibilities as 
nominee for governor next year. 
Of the three, Riordan ran the 
strongest against Davis in the poll, 
but not overwhelmingly so. Rior¬ 
dan, who left his L.A. job this week 
after eight years as mayor, is the 
favored Republican choice of the 
Bush White House and numerous 
top state Republicans, but has said 
he is “undecided” about actually 
entering the race. Indeed, some 
close to Riordan have said that 
they doubt he is ready, at age 71, 
to take on what would surely be a 
hard-fought race against Davis. 
Additionally, the current Times 
poll that showed the renewed fa¬ 
vorable ratings for Davis might 
just help persuade Riordan not to 
run next year. Assuming the elec¬ 
tricity blackouts and other ener¬ 
gy-driven events are kept to a 
minimum this summer - and 
next - Davis is now the clear fa¬ 
vorite to be re-elected in Novem¬ 
ber 2002. 

The Los Angeles Times poll 
showed Davis easily trumping 
each of the lesser known potential 
GOP nominees. In a possible 
matchup with Riordan, Davis led 
the former mayor 49 percent to 35 
percent. Jones, the GOP’s lone 
statewide officeholder, trailed 
Davis 51 percent to 32 percent; 
and Simon, the Los Angeles in¬ 
vestment banker, trailed Davis in 
a potential matchup, 52 percent to 
27 percent.

While the poll shows that 
Davis has a lot of work to do be¬ 
fore his re-election bid - despite 
sitting on a $25 million campaign 
bankroll - he is now favored to be 
re-elected in 2002 and California 
voters appear to be convinced that 
he is doing the best he could be 
expected to do about the energy 
crisis, given that he in¬ 
herited the problem. 
While neither Davis 
nor George W. 
Bush won high 
marks for handling 
the state’s energy 
problems, Davis fared 
considerably 
better than 
Bush - 47 per¬ 
cent of Cali¬ 
fornia voters 
say they now disapprove of Bush’s 
overall job performance and an 
even higher number (seven out of 
10 state voters) disapprove when 
it comes to Bush’s specific han¬ 
dling of California’s energy prob¬ 
lems. As for Davis, just about half 
of the state’s registered voters had 
a positive view of the first-term 
governor. 

The Times poll also revealed 
something else that political ob¬ 
servers have lohg known - that 
Feinstein remains the state’s most 
popular politician, with a 55 per¬ 
cent job approval rating among 
California voters of all parties. 
Senator Barbara Boxer received 
positive marks from 44 percent of 
the voters asked, while 31 percent 
disapproved of her job perfor¬ 
mance. 

The real loser in the recent 
Times poll, however, was the De¬ 
mocratic-run state Legislature. 
Many of those lawmakers com¬ 
pounded the energy problem by 
voting for deregulation five years 
ago and have done nothing since 
to resolve the problem. Overall, 
only 34 percent of the state’s vot¬ 
ers approve of the job legislators 
are doing in Sacramento, while 
over 44 percent disapprove. Polit¬ 
ical attitudes can change quickly 
in a state as large as California and 
it is still 16 months until the next 
general election, but at the mo¬ 
ment, barring any real energy dis¬ 
asters, Davis looks to be in good 
shape regardless of who the Re¬ 
publicans put up against him next 
November. 

Politics and people 

Celebs; Jeez, I don’t know how 
many of you need to know this, 
but a local friend of Ellen De- 
Generes’s called to tell me that 
the famed comedian recently sold 
the Ojai home she shared with her 
once-lesbian actress friend Anne 
Heche for a paltry $2.7 million 


and our beloved Ellen is reported¬ 
ly now happily living with her pets 
in her Hollywood Hills home. 

And Patricia Ireland, the out¬ 
going president of the National 
Organization for Women, says 
that although membership in 
NOW has dropped in recent 
years, the appointment of George 
W. Bush to the White House has 
seen membership quickly rise this 
year. Ireland, one of the nation’s 
best-known feminists, is no 
stranger to ambiguity in relation¬ 
ships; she has publicly acknowl¬ 
edged having an ongoing relation¬ 
ship with a woman while married 
to her husband of 34 years, James 
Humble. Ireland says she will 
move to Florida with her family 
and return to practicing law. 

And Washington insiders are 
saying that we should not expect 
Dubya to reappoint Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral David Satcher, a Clinton ap¬ 
pointee, when his term is up next 
February. Seems Satcher’s office 
released a report last week that 
says, among other things, that 
there is no evidence that teaching 
abstinence from sex actually 
works or that a gay person can be¬ 
come straight. Ouch. Right wing 
Republicans, the core of Bush’s 
political base, quickly condemned 
the report and many are now de¬ 
manding Satcher’s immediate res¬ 
ignation. Bush quickly distanced 
himself and his administration 
from the report by releasing a 
statement that read; “The presi¬ 
dent understands the report was 
issued by a surgeon general that 
he did not appoint; the president 
continues to believe that absti¬ 
nence and abstinence education is 
the most effective way to prevent 
AIDS and to prevent unwanted 
pregnancy.” 

Across the bay there is a lot of 
gossip about the $50,000 settle¬ 
ment agreement reached in Oak¬ 
land involving the sexual harass¬ 
ment complaint against Jacques 
Barzaghi, Mayor Jerry Brown’s 
longtime adviser and close friend. 

And at KPIX-TV they are 
keeping mum about the Channel 
5 “on-air personality” who sup¬ 
posedly accepted a payment from 
a source for doing a story on a re¬ 
cent segment of Evening Maga¬ 
zine. No naming of names in this 
dirty little secret, but a crawler at 
the bottom of the screen recently 
informed viewers that “it has 
come to our attention that an on- 
air personality received compen¬ 
sation” for a story done some time 
ago, and I’m assuming it’s only a 
coincidence that Jonathan 
Krash, one of the co-hosts of 
Evening Magazine has, according 
to KPIX, “left the show to pursue 
other interests.” 

Antonio Villaraigosa lost out 
in the Los Angeles mayoral race, 
but he was greeted like a conquer¬ 
ing hero by the nearly 1,000 elect¬ 
ed Latino officials who gathered in 
San Jose last week to celebrate 
their new-found political power. 
There are about 5,000 Latino 
elected and appointed officials 
across the country, ranging from 
sheriffs and school board mem¬ 
bers to mayors and U.S. House 
members, and Villaraigosa is one 
who definitely still has a very 
bright political future ahead of 
him.

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Who is Margarethe 
Cammermeyer?

July 15, 1991 (10 years ago this 
month): An Army board of inquiry 
formally recommends that Colonel 
Margarethe Cammermeyer be dis¬ 
charged because she is a lesbian. 

I n the early 1990s, as debate 
heated up over the ban on 
gays in the military, a number 
of personal stories emerged that 
vividly illustrated the policy’s in¬ 
justice. One of the most com¬ 
pelling was that of a U.S. Army 
nurse who had served her country 
for more than 25 years, been dec¬ 
orated for her work in Vietnam, 
and had risen to the position of 
chief nurse in her state’s National 
Guard. The Army had expelled 
her solely because, when asked 
about homosexuality during a se¬ 
curity-clearance interview, she an¬ 
swered, “I am a lesbian.” 

As a result of that statement, 
Colonel Margarethe Cammer¬ 
meyer became the highest-ranking 
officer ever to challenge the 
ban on gay service mem¬ 
bers - a surprising role for 
a woman who, at great 
personal sacrifice, had de¬ 
voted her life to the Army. 

Born in Oslo, Norway, in 
1942, Cammermeyer was 
just 3 when Allied 
troops liberated her 
country from Nazi 
occupation. From 
that day, she developed a deep love 
for the United States and an un¬ 
wavering faith in its military. 

In 1951, her family immigrated 
to Washington, D.C., so her father, 
a medical scientist, could pursue 
his research. In many ways, the 
Cammermeyers were a traditional 
Norwegian family: principled, re¬ 
served, and patriarchal. Grethe 
wanted to become a doctor, but 
lackluster grades in college and her 
father’s unwillingness to pay for 
her tuition led her instead to the 
Army student nurse program. 

The Army proved to be a good 
fit for her. Though she had many 
friends, she wasn’t interested in ro¬ 
mance or sex; her focus was entire¬ 
ly on her work. Still, she would go 
on dates - it was the expected thing 
to do. In 1965, for pretty much the 
same reason, she married a supply 
officer named Harvey Hawken. 

When her husband was called 
to Vietnam, Cammermeyer, too, 
signed up for war duty. Her work 
with brain-damaged soldiers from 
1967 to 1968 - some of the blood¬ 
iest months of the war - earned 
her the Bronze Star. 

Soon after returning from 
Vietnam, Cammermeyer reluc¬ 
tantly left the military in order to

start a family; regulations didn’t 
allow women with young children 
to serve. Her husband also re¬ 
signed his commission, and the 
couple settled in Washington 
state. Cammermeyer continued 
nursing and, in 1972, when regu¬ 
lations changed, entered the Army 
Reserves. 

Her career flourished. By 
1979, she was lieutenant 
colonel and chief nurse of a 
Reserves hospital; she was 
also working on a Ph.D. 
in neuroscience nursing. 
But all this put a strain on 
her marriage. 

In 1980, the cou¬ 
ple divorced, with 
Hawken winning cus¬ 
tody of their four sons. The court 
reasoned that Cammermeyer was 
too busy building her career to be a 
good mother. Though devastated, 
she didn’t contest the ruling; she 
didn’t want to drag her children 
through a rancorous legal battle. 

Hawken accused her of being a 
lesbian; he even made the children 
join him in chanting, “Dyke! 
Queer!” whenever she brought 
them back after a visit. But Cam¬ 
mermeyer herself still hadn’t ex¬ 
plored her feelings for women. In 
the summer of .1988, however, 
some lesbian friends introduced 
her to a woman who seemed to 
understand her perfectly, and, for 
the first time in her life, Cammer¬ 
meyer found herself falling pas¬ 
sionately in love. 

Now a colonel in the Reserves, 
Cammermeyer was chief nurse of 
the Washington State National 
Guard, just one step away from 
her long-held goal of being a na¬ 
tional chief nurse. But to be eligi¬ 
ble for that, she would need to up¬ 
grade her security clearance. 

She didn’t believe she could be 
discharged simply for saying she 
was gay; that was a relatively new 
policy, implemented only in 1982. 
So she was completely honest when, 



on April 28,1989, an agent from the 
Defense Investigative Service asked 
about her sexual orientation. But 
her response - “I am a lesbian” - 
turned her world upside down. 

The Army can move very slow¬ 
ly. It took two years before a board 
of inquiry recommended her ex¬ 
pulsion - in a statement that 
began: “I truly believe that you are 
one of the great Americans.” 

Though stressful, this was not 
an entirely unhappy time for 
Cammermeyer. Her relationship 
with her lover - an artist and uni¬ 
versity professor - deepened, and 
eventually all four of her children 
came to live with her. She also 
completed her doctorate. 

The honorable discharge final¬ 
ly came on June 11, 1992. Cam¬ 
mermeyer immediately initiated 
court proceedings to have it over¬ 
turned. Finally, in 1994, a district 
judge ruled that the government’s 
action had been “based solely on 
prejudice” and was unconstitu¬ 
tional. Because the ruling affected 
only the old ban, which had been 
superseded by the “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy, the government 
didn’t appeal, and Cammermeyer 
returned to uniform. 

Also that year, Cammermeyer 
published her autobiography, 
Serving in Silence ; her story re¬ 
ceived a much wider audience 
when the book was turned into an 
award-winning television movie 
starring Glenn Close and execu¬ 
tive-produced by Close and Bar¬ 
bra Streisand. 

In 1997, Cammermeyer again 
left the service - this time on her 
own volition - and entered poli¬ 
tics. The following year, she be¬ 
came the Democratic nominee for 
a congressional seat, but lost the 
general election. 

Today, she continues to fight 
for the rights of gays in the mili¬ 
tary. And she still lives in Wash¬ 
ington state with the woman she 
first fell in love with. ▼

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Employees at gay 
firms should organize

T he news that some non¬ 
management staff mem¬ 
bers of the Washington 
Blade are seeking to organize a 
union reopens an issue that our 
community has faced in the past 
but never adequately discussed. 
Should the employees of gay com¬ 
panies and nonprofits be able to 
unionize without interference 
from management? My answer is, 
absolutely. 

Union organizing remains a 
volatile topic in this country, 
maybe in part because it suggests 
socialism, and “reds” are still sus¬ 
pect here. The labor movement is 
widely respected in many Euro¬ 
pean countries, but in the United 
States, unions look like a threat to 
our capitalist system in general 
and to small, family-owned busi¬ 
nesses in particular. 

I suspect that the volatility of 
the subject also stems from peo¬ 
ple’s deeply felt personal experi¬ 
ences. Much of my own long¬ 
time, pro-union sentiment 
derives from the treatment 
my father, a skilled tool-and 
die maker, received through¬ 
out his 40-year career in 
nonunion shops. One of his 
bosses meted out annual 
hourly raises in 
dimes, not dollars, 
and never both¬ 
ered to offer 
benefits like

pensions or 
major medical 

coverage. Instead of providing 
even minimal life insurance, he 
passed out turkeys at Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, like some sort of benevolent 
feudal lord. 

Of course, many business own¬ 
ers aren’t that stingy, and they en¬ 
gage in fair and open discussions 
with their employees about wages 
and benefits. Unions, however, 
exist for those workers who, for 
whatever reason, are fearful of 
asking for raises and benefits on 
their own, who can’t afford the 
luxury of quitting a job they don’t 
like, or who believe that speaking 
with a collective voice is the best 
way to be heard. 

In recent years, workplace ac¬ 
tivism has become increasingly 
important within the queer move¬ 
ment. The healthcare benefits that 
some of us enjoy through our 
partners’ jobs are just one exam- 
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pie of what can be achieved when 
gay employee groups and gay 
union committees organize for 
fair working conditions for sexual 
minorities. Thanks to the work 
of lesbian and gay labor or¬ 
ganizers, like the Pride at 
Work committee of the 
AFL-CIO, a number of large 
unions are now playing a 
more forceful role in the 
fight against workplace 
discrimination based on 
sexual orientation and 
gender presen¬ 
tation. 

Although 
lesbians and 


gay men may 
generally agree that support for 
our movement from labor unions 
is positive, there remains some re¬ 
sistance in our community to the 
notion that employees of gay- 
owned businesses and queer non¬ 
profits may also want and need to 
form unions. It’s ironic, consider¬ 
ing that the lesbian and gay move¬ 
ment had its origins on the left. 

I first started thinking about 
this issue in 1993, when about half 
the staff members of Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis signed union cards 
with the health and hospital 
workers’ union, charging that 
their employer (ironically) pro¬ 
vided inadequate health insur¬ 
ance. GMHC began an aggressive 
union-busting campaign, claim¬ 
ing that unionization would 
somehow adversely affect the 
agency’s clients. But the union ef¬ 
fort triumphed, and GMHC’s ser¬ 


vices not only continued unabat¬ 
ed, but grew. 

GMHC’s labor dispute made 
the executive directors of other 
gay nonprofits nervous. A friend 
of mine who headed a large gay 
organization claimed that he 
would not hesitate to hire lawyers, 
too, if his employees attempted to 
bring in a union. It was disturbing 
to hear gay activists who called 
themselves progressives suddenly 
sounding like Henry Clay Frick 
and other 19th-century robber 
barons, willing to go to any means 
to prevent loss of power and con¬ 
trol over their employees. 

Now we revisit the “lavender 
labor” issue at the Washington 
Blade , which has long been a sort 
of gay New York Times. The Blade, 
a community institution since 
1969, was recently purchased by 
Window Media, a gay-owned 
company that also publishes At¬ 
lanta’s Southern Voice and other 
newspapers and has become a 
powerful gay media conglomer¬ 
ate. 

There are, as the saying goes, 
two sides to every story. Blade 
management says that the union¬ 
ization move “came as a complete 
surprise” and that it is very disap¬ 
pointed in the staff for approach¬ 
ing the Washington-Baltimore 
Newspaper Guild in secret. 

But my sympathies are with 
the employees. It’s hard not to re¬ 
call what happened in Australia in 
1999, when a gay-run business 
called Satellite Media bought five 
next page ►

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The U.N. tackles AIDS

T he United Nations General 
Assembly’s special session 
on HIV/AIDS (UNGASS) 
last week was historic for two rea¬ 
sons, said Secretary-General Kofi 
Annan: “First, the level of atten¬ 
dance shows that the world is at 
long last waking up to the gravity 
of the HIV/AIDS crisis. And sec¬ 
ond, the Declaration [of Commit¬ 
ment on HIV/AIDS] provides us 
with a clear strategy for tackling 
it.” 

Annan made his remarks at a 
June 27 news conference near the 
close of the three-day event. It 
marked the first time that the 
United Nations had ever focused 
on a single health issue in the 
more than half century of its exis¬ 
tence. 

Main points of the declaration 
include cutting the rate of new in¬ 
fections in young people by at 
least 25 percent by 2005; recogniz¬ 
ing access to care as a fundamen¬ 
tal component of curbing the epi¬ 
demic; building a human rights 
framework for reducing stigma 
that foments silence about the dis¬ 
ease; and recognizing the contri¬ 
bution that those most at risk for 
contracting HIV can make to con¬ 
taining the epidemic. The 103 
paragraphs of the document of¬ 
fered more than something for 
everyone. 

Annan called the declaration “a 
yardstick” by which citizens can 
measure and challenge their own 
governments. “We need govern¬ 
ment and the private sector,” he 
said, “This is a fight that everyone 
must get involved in.” 

Most of the conference atten¬ 
dees could point to what had tran¬ 
spired over the previous three 
days and to the final language that 
was adopted in the declaration as 
grounds for optimism, albeit often 
somewhat less than what they had 
hoped for. 

Peter Piot, director of UN¬ 
AIDS, said the declaration has 
“helped to end this false debate” of 
choosing between prevention and 
treatment. One without the other 
is incomplete, and both must be 
implemented in the developing 
world. 

Annan was most impressed 
with “the strong participation of 
non-governmental activists” as 
members of national delegations 
and as observer/participants. He 
said they “transformed the atmos¬ 
phere” of the meeting. Those 
AIDS advocates are allies in a 
cause that he has made his own. 
He said this opening up of the po¬ 
litical process at the UN is “the 
order of things to come.” 

“Women are in the forefront of 
this battle” against AIDS, said the 
secretary-general. The declaration 
made that clear in emphasizing 
“women’s full enjoyment of all 
human rights” including the em¬ 
powerment of women “to have 
control over and decide freely and 
responsibly on matters related to 
their sexuality.” 

The issue of gender equality 
has been an ongoing source of 
tension at U.N. conferences for 
many years. Annan said he be¬ 
lieves that “any society that refus¬ 
es to use the talent of 50 percent 
of its population is likely to lose 
out.” 

Annan was questioned about 
“the need to respect cultural di¬ 
versity even when it results in op¬ 
pression” of groups such as 
women and gays. His response 
coupled a strong support for 
human rights with a careful 
avoidance of words such as ho- 
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mosexual, sex worker, or drug 
user. 

While he welcomed the debate 
over gays and other marginalized 
groups that took place in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly and in revising the 
declaration, he also acknowledged 
“the fight is not going to be won 
in a day.” 

Piot said what was new about 
the debate over groups such as 
gays and drug users is that “for 
once it was not covered under a 
blanket of incomprehensible 
diplomatic language.” It was ex¬ 
plicit and out in the open. And 
that is a necessary step in breaking 
the silence about AIDS. 

“It is our job to push the edges 
now,” said Piot. He argued that fail¬ 
ure to promote sex education and 
safer sex practices “means a death 
sentence for many children and 
adolescents.” Such early education 
has been the hallmark of success¬ 
ful prevention programs in coun¬ 
tries from Senegal to Thailand. 

“The epidemic itself is going to 
change politics,” said Gudmund 
Hernes, director-general of UN¬ 
ESCO, the educational arm of the 
United Nations. He was elated 
that “ministers were talking about 
condoms” in the General Assem¬ 
bly session. 

Show him the money 

Annan has called for creation 
of a Global AIDS and Health 
Fund to fight HIV “in a much 
more cohesive way.” He has 
bandied about the need for some 
$7-10 billion dollars annually in 
new money, and is committed to 
having the fund operational by 
the end of this year. 

Part of that multibillion dollar 
commitment must come from the 
governments of developing na¬ 
tions through redirecting and in¬ 
creasing resources in their own 
health budgets. The sub-Saharan 
African governments, meeting in 
Abuja, Nigeria in April, agreed to 
set a goal of devoting a minimum 
of 15 percent of their national 
budget to HIV. 

But some of the nations hard- 
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gay publications in that country 
and became the first gay company 
in the world to go public. Just 15 
months after its initial public of¬ 
fering, Satellite lost a ton of 
money and crashed, bringing 
most of Australia’s queer press 
down with it. The newspaper em¬ 
ployees lost more than their jobs 
and their salaries; an investigation 
indicated that their pension con¬ 
tributions may have been illegally 
spent as well. 

Through unionization, the 
Blade staff is seeking to explore, 
among other things, having “a 


est hit by AIDS spend only $5 per 
person per year on all health care, 
compared with about $4,000 per 
person in the United States, said 
James Wolfensohn, president of 
the World Bank. “You really get a 
sense of how limited the capacity 
for contribution that many of 
these countries have.” It was clear 
that much of the additional 
money would have to come from 
the wealthy nations of the world. 

Wolfensohn said those nations 
must be convinced that “it is not 
just charity but self-interest” for 
them to contribute to the global 
fund. 

In a parallel move, the Interna¬ 
tional Labor Organization re¬ 
leased a “code of practice” for 
workplace issues surrounding 
HIV. It was approved in record 
time, just days before the confer¬ 
ence opened. The ILO is com¬ 
posed of representatives from 
government, business, and labor, 
and the code represents a consen¬ 
sus view. 

ILO Director-General Juan So- 
mavia called the code “a plan of 
action” for implementing change 
in the workplace. “It introduces 
pressure from below” in the spirit 
of the activism that led to the 
downfall of apartheid in South 
Africa. He said the alternative is 
“to sit back and say it is the gov¬ 
ernment’s responsibility.” 

Another encouraging sign is 
growth of the Global Business 
Council, which aims to enlist the 
world’s international corporations 
in the fight against AIDS. Richard 
Holbrooke, former U.S. ambas¬ 
sador to the United Nations, 
whom many speculated would 
have been secretary of state in an 
A1 Gore administration, made his 
first public appearance as the new 
president of the council. 

“Business has done a fraction, 
maybe 10 percent of what they 
should have done,” said Hol¬ 
brooke. He pointed to Coca-Cola 
as an example of what business 
needs to be doing. Africa’s largest 
employer recently announced that 
it would add its marketing and 
distribution expertise to the fight 
against AIDS, as well as begin of¬ 
fering therapy to its employees. 

Other large employers, such as 
mining companies in South 
Africa, are looking to extend HIV 
therapy to employees and their 
immediate families. The disrup¬ 
tion of illness and the recruitment 
and training of replacement 
workers has become so expensive 
that it makes economic sense to 
extend the medical benefit. 

AIDS is “bad for the balance 
sheet and bad for the bottom line. 
That’s how you get business’s at¬ 
tention,” said Holbrooke. And that 
is the most likely route that thera¬ 
py will be introduced on a large 
scale in the nations of sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa. ▼

other workplace issues. None of 
these seem like unreasonable re¬ 
quests. 

The legal right to unionize is 
one that workers in this country 
have enjoyed for 160 years. Em¬ 
ployees of gay businesses and or¬ 
ganizations have that right, too. ▼

For the Treatment of Human

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor's care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment with out first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT". 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), orZerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 
VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 
DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 
Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitoi® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 
Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 
The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
overtime. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 
Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

11 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 
bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRACEPT

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U.S. withdraws Brazil 
drug patent complaint

L ast week the U.S. said that it 
would withdraw its case 
against a Brazilian law al¬ 
lowing the production of inex¬ 
pensive generic versions of patent¬ 
ed drugs for AIDS and other dis¬ 
eases. The June 25 announcement 
came on the first day of a three- 
day United Nations General As¬ 
sembly special session on 
HIV/AIDS that took place in New 
York City. 

In May 2000, the U.S. lodged a 
complaint with the World Trade 
Organization concerning Brazil’s 
1996 industrial property law, 
which requires that a foreign com¬ 
pany forfeit its patent rights if it 
does not begin to manufacture a 
product in Brazil within three 
years. This past January, the U.S. 
requested that a WTO dispute set¬ 
tlement panel review the law. The 
U.S. contends that the local pro¬ 
duction provision is protectionist, 
while Brazil maintains that the law 
adheres to the WTO’s Trade-Relat¬ 
ed Aspects of International Prop¬ 
erty Rights (TRIPS) agreement. 

Brazil, which has the most ad¬ 
vanced HIV/AIDS treatment and 
prevention program of any devel¬ 
oping country, provides free anti- 
HIV drugs to all people with 
AIDS. A state lab produces gener¬ 
ic versions of eight AIDS drugs 
and the country imports four 
more, decreasing the annual cost 
of treatment from about $10,000- 
$15,000 to about $3,000-$5,000 
per person per year; Brazil’s pro¬ 
gram has reduced AIDS deaths by 
half. 

Last week, U.S. Trade Repre¬ 
sentative Robert Zoellick said that 
the U.S. would not pursue its case 
before the WTO, but would in¬ 
stead “hash out the dispute direct¬ 
ly with Brazil.” The two countries 
agreed to set up a bilateral consul¬ 
tative mechanism to discuss 


patent issues, and Brazil agreed to 
give the U.S. 10 days’ notice before 
it applies its patent forfeiture pro¬ 
vision. The U.S. retained the right 
to revive the case if direct negoti¬ 
ations fail. 

Said Zoellick, “The United 
States has been supportive of 
Brazil’s bold and effective pro¬ 
gram to combat the HIV/AIDS 
crisis. With this positive step, we 
will be able to harness our com¬ 
mon energy toward our shared 
goal of combating the spread of 
this dangerous virus.” 

Brazilian Trade Representative 
Jose Alfredo Graca Lima called the 
U.S. announcement “a victory for 
both sides, a victory for common 
sense.” 

Zoellick said the agreement 
was “another step in the adminis¬ 
tration’s flexible approach to 
health and intellectual property 
issues that we affirmed earlier this 
year.” In February, the Bush ad¬ 
ministration announced that it 
would uphold former President 
Clinton’s executive order allowing 
poor countries to use TRIPS pro¬ 
visions to produce or import es¬ 
sential medicines. 

In the wake of the April with¬ 
drawal of a pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany lawsuit against a similar 
South African law allowing the 
local production or import of 
generic drugs, several treatment 
advocates, international organiza¬ 
tions, and media outlets called on 
the U.S. to withdraw its complaint 
against Brazil. In April, 52 of the 
53 members of the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission voted in favor 
of a Brazilian resolution calling on 
all nations to refrain from taking 
measures “to deny or limit equal 
access for all persons to preven¬ 
tive, curative or palliative phar¬ 
maceutical or medical technolo¬ 
gies used to treat pandemics such 
as HIV/AIDS”; the U.S. represen¬ 
tative abstained from the vote. 

In early May, Zoellick released 


a report criticizing Brazil’s patent 
law, provoking a harsh rebuttal 
from Brazilian President Fernan¬ 
do Henrique Cardoso, who stated, 
“We’re not here to challenge and 
break patents at any price. But I 
want to affirm that if it is for the 
health of our people, we won’t 
hesitate.” 

Later in the month at the 
World Health Organization’s an¬ 
nual assembly in Geneva, Brazil’s 
health minister offered a resolu¬ 
tion opposing the use of interna¬ 
tional trade agreements to restrict 
poor countries’ access to drugs, 
but the assembly did not approve 
the proposal. Brazilian represen¬ 
tatives had also planned to raise 
the issue of affordable drug access 
at last week’s U.N. special session. 

The announcement was gener¬ 
ally well received. “This is a 
tremendous victory for the Brazil¬ 
ian people and for people with 
AIDS worldwide,” said Paul Davis, 
of ACT UP/Philadelphia and the 
HealthGAP Coalition, a group 
that has spearheaded the fight for 
affordable drug access worldwide. 
“It will serve as an important 
precedent for other nations des¬ 
perate for ways to make treatment 
more affordable to their popula¬ 
tions.” 

According to GlaxoSmithKline 
spokeswoman Nancy Pekarek, “We 
certainly like the fact that the U.S. 
and Brazilian governments are 
going to be talking about this and 
hope that by doing it this way, in a 
bilateral process, that it can actu¬ 
ally get resolved more quickly.” 

But James Love, of the Con¬ 
sumer Project on Technology, was 
less enthusiastic. “The U.S. gov¬ 
ernment should not insist on su¬ 
pervising a nation’s day-to-day 
administration of its patent laws,” 
he said. “At some point, we have to 
respect national sovereignty, and 
in the case of Brazil, let Brazil con¬ 
tinue its difficult and costly efforts 
to treat poor AIDS patients.” ▼

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mine field. Because of the high 
risk levels for HIV and STD infec¬ 
tion among youth, many of the 
center’s programs, like AQUA, tar¬ 
get young people. 

First generation residents are 
also a key client base, according to 
Ron Nieberding, the center’s di¬ 
rector of development and com¬ 
munications. 

“We use the peer model a lot,” 
Nieberding said. “We hire people 
from those communities to work 
directly with first generation 
clients.” 


Denise Tang, the center’s asso¬ 
ciate director of community ser¬ 
vices, points to a plethora of op¬ 
tions for LGBT visitors. 

Asked hypothetically what she 
would say to a closeted Korean 
lesbian, Tang laughed and said, 
“I’d send her to the Queer Korean 
Family Project.” 

Besides making referrals to 
many such groups, the center also 
hosts gatherings by many groups, 
offering a safe space for people 
from the Tenderloin, for young 
queers, and for transgenders. 
Considerable outreach targets the 
sex worker community, which has 
a large transgender population 
and is heavily HIV-infected. 


Many API women with limited 
skills who don’t have much Eng¬ 
lish end up in massage parlors, 
Tang said. “That population is not 
going to move out of the parlors 
to go look for health care, so we go 
there to talk to them. It’s often a 
question of establishing trust.” 

In the end, Tang said, once 
trust is established, “people come 
here to the center because it’s a 
group of very committed, very 
passionate people.” ▼

The FDA letter to 
HIV drug makers

S oon most HIV-positive 
readers likely will be seeing 
the latest issue of Poz mag¬ 
azine in their mail (even though 
they didn’t subscribe). In the lat¬ 
est, and perhaps last issue of Poz, 
the editors went out of their way, 
devoting six full pages to defend¬ 
ing their HIV drug ads. While 
I hear the article is pretty 
laughable, some still 
may be interested to 
know why the FDA 
decided to crack down 
on the advertisements 
in the first place. So we 
are printing the entire FDA 
letter that was 
sent out last 
month to some 
eight drug com¬ 
panies that advertise HIV drugs. 
Read it for yourself and we think 
you will agree with FDA’s Dr. 
Thomas Abrams’s directive:

Dear Drug Company: 

The Division of Drug Market¬ 
ing, Advertising, and Communica¬ 
tions (DDMAC), through routine 
surveillance and monitoring, has 
become aware that many direct-to- 
consumer (DTC) promotional ma¬ 
terials and activities for prescrip¬ 
tion drugs used in the treatment of 
human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) infection do not include im¬ 
portant limitations associated with 
HIV therapies. A recent review of 
some of these DTC promotional 
materials and activities indicates 
that many do not adequately con¬ 
vey that these drugs neither cure 
HIV infection nor reduce its trans¬ 
mission. Additionally, the DTC ma¬ 
terials and activities may not clear¬ 


ly reinforce that the HIV drug 
being promoted, with the possible 
exception of Trizivir, should be 
taken only in combination with 
other drugs for HIV infection. 

Although today’s treatment 
regimens have transformed HIV 
infection to a chronic disease in 
many patients, HIV infection is 
still associated with significant 
morbidity and mortality. Since 
HIV transmission may still occur 
on antiretroviral (ARV) therapy, 
precautions must be taken to 
avoid spreading infection. 
Furthermore, in most 
cases, combinations of 
drugs are required to 
slow the progression of 
HIV Infection. There¬ 
fore, DTC promotional 
materials and ac¬ 
tivities for HIV 
drugs that do not 
prominently 
convey that HIV drugs do not 
cure HIV infection, do not reduce 
the transmission of HIV infection 
and must be taken in combination 
regimens are misleading because 
they overstate the efficacy of these 
HIV drugs. 

DDMAC has also noted that 
some DTC materials and activities 
for HIV drugs utilize images that 
are not representative of patients 
with HIV infection. Examples of 
such images range from robust in¬ 
dividuals engaged in strenuous 
physical activity to healthy-look- 
ing individuals giving testimoni¬ 
als of a specific drug’s benefit. 
However, not all individuals have 
a response to ARV therapy; in fact, 
some patients will still have dis¬ 
ease progression despite ARV 
therapy. Furthermore, some im¬ 
ages minimize the significant side 
effects profile associated with HIV 
drugs, including metabolic 
changes such as fat redistribution 
or facial wasting. Therefore, im¬ 
ages that are not generally repre¬ 
sentative of patients with HIV in¬ 
fection are misleading because 
they imply greater efficacy than 
demonstrated by substantial evi¬ 


dence or minimize the risks asso¬ 
ciated with HIV drugs. 

DDMAC has not previously 
objected to DTC promotional 
materials and activities lacking 
important limitations associated 
with HIV drugs or using images 
not generally representative of pa¬ 
tients with HIV infection. Howev¬ 
er, we are hereby informing appli¬ 
cation holders that may be pro¬ 
moting their HIV drugs to con¬ 
sumers without prominently dis¬ 
playing the limitations listed 
above or using images not gener¬ 
ally representative of patients with 
HIV infection that such promo¬ 
tion is in violation of the Federal 
food Drug and Cosmetic Act and 
its applicable regulations. Because 
these comments constitute a 
change in our position, sponsors 
will be provided a reasonable pe¬ 
riod of time to make necessary re¬ 
visions to their promotional ma¬ 
terials. Accordingly, all revisions 
should be completed within 90 
days of receipt of this letter or at 
the next printing of new material, 
whichever comes first. Please no¬ 
tify DDMAC in writing by May 
18, 2001 of the specified promo¬ 
tional materials that will be re¬ 
vised and the date the revisions 
will be implemented.

AMA rejects medical pot

T he American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation House of Delegates 
failed to endorse a proposal 
supporting the use of medical 
marijuana at its conference last 
month. The new policy - minus 
support for medical cannabis - 
was adopted at the group’s annu¬ 
al policy meeting in Chicago. 

The proposal supporting the 
compassionate use of medical 
cannabis under certain circum¬ 
stances was put forth by the 
AMA’s council on scientific affairs. 
The council had asked the organi¬ 
zation to endorse medical mari¬ 
juana as “last-resort pain relief for 
seriously ill patients.” Michael 
Krawitz, a disabled veteran who 
has an artificial hip and is missing 
part of his intestinal tract, testified 
that marijuana relieves his pain. 

Prior to the meeting, the coun¬ 
cil prepared a report reviewing the 
social, legal, and medical context 
of marijuana use, and examined 
the effectiveness of medical mari¬ 
juana to treat various conditions. 
The report said that THC (an ac¬ 


tive component of cannabis) was 
“only moderately effective” in 
treating HIV-related wasting and 
“clearly less effective than current 
standard therapies” in treating 
nausea due to chemotherapy. The 
report further stated that “anec¬ 
dotal, survey, and clinical trial 
data support the view that 
smoked marijuana and oral THC 
provide subjective relief of spas¬ 
ticity, pain, and tremor in some 
patients with multiple sclerosis or 
trauma,” and that “smoked mari¬ 
juana may benefit individual pa¬ 
tients suffering from intermittent 
or chronic pain.” The council 
called for further research to de¬ 
velop methods of medical 
cannabis use that do not involve 
smoking. 

The council’s report was com¬ 
pleted before the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s May decision that mari¬ 
juana has no currently accepted 
medical use, but council chair Dr. 
Michael A. Williams stated that 
the court’s ruling “would not 
change the science of the report.” 
Said council member Dr. Melvin 
Sterling, “This report is about the 
relief of suffering; it’s not about 


getting high.” 

Those opposing the council’s 
proposal in support of medical pot 
argued that marijuana has a po¬ 
tential for abuse, and that an AMA 
endorsement of medicinal 
cannabis could be seen as support 
for broader marijuana legalization. 

While the delegates did not di¬ 
rectly support the use of medical 
cannabis, they did endorse “the 
free and unfettered exchange of 
information on treatment alterna¬ 
tives.” The previous AMA policy 
from 1997 called for more re¬ 
search on the safety and effective¬ 
ness of medical marijuana, but re¬ 
jected the reclassification of 
cannabis from a Schedule I to a 
Schedule II drug. 

The House of Delegates also 
voted last month to approve a res¬ 
olution asking the Boy Scouts of 
America to reconsider its ban on 
gay members, and decided not to 
lobby for a ban on direct-to-con- 
sumer advertising of prescription 
drugs. The group also rejected a 
resolution endorsing a moratori¬ 
um on the death penalty, but did 
reaffirm its opposition to physi¬ 
cians assisting in executions. ▼ 
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Surgeon general issues 
sexual health report

L | .S. Surgeon General David 
^ Satcher, on Thursday, June 
28, issued a long-awaited 
report on sexual health, calling for 
a “mature, thoughtful, and re¬ 
spectful” national discussion 
about sexuality. 

“The Surgeon General’s Call to 
Action to Promote Sexual Health 
and Responsible Sexual Behavior,” 
which has been in preparation for 
two years, calls on parents, school 
officials, and community leaders to 
overcome their “nervousness” and 
deal honestly with sexual issues. 
“Sex is not an easy topic to discuss 
and it has never been,” said Satch¬ 
er. “Given the diversity of attitudes, 
beliefs, values, and opinions, find¬ 
ing common ground might not be 
easy, but it is attainable.” 

The 27-page report notes that 
an estimated 12 million people in 
the U.S. contract sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases each year - in¬ 
cluding 40,000 new HIV infec¬ 
tions - and over 100,000 children 
experience sexual abuse. In addi¬ 
tion, over half of all pregnancies 
are unwanted, leading to nearly 
1.4 million abortions. 

But beyond reciting a litany of 
problems related to sex, the re¬ 
port also acknowledges that sex¬ 
uality is a “integral part of human 
life,” and that “human sexuality 
has come to serve many functions 
in addition to reproduction,” in¬ 
cluding “foster[ing] intimacy and 
bonding as well as shared pleasure 
in our relationships.” Sexual 
health is “not limited to the ab¬ 
sence of disease or dysfunction,” 
but rather “includes freedom 
from sexual abuse and discrimi¬ 
nation and the ability of individ¬ 
uals to integrate their sexuality 
into their lives, derive pleasure 
from it, and to reproduce if they 
so choose.” 

The report goes on to say that 
there is no scientific evidence that 
sexual orientation can be changed, 
acknowledges that harassment can 
lead to “psychological distress” for 
gays, lesbians, and transgendered 
people, and calls on Americans to 
respect “the diversity of sexual val¬ 
ues within any community.” Said 
Satcher, “We’re certainly not trying 
to get anyone in any religious 
group to change their views. We’re 
just saying these are people, these 
are human beings.” 


According to the report, sex 
education must be “thorough and 
medically accurate,” beginning 
early and continuing throughout 
life. Although parents are a child’s 
“primary educators and should 
guide a child’s sexuality education 
in a way that is consistent with 
their values and beliefs,” schools 
also have a part to play because 
many parents are uncomfortable 
discussing sexual matters with 
their children. “Parents some¬ 
times need help,” said Satcher. 
“Schools have always been the 
great equalizers.” 

The report also recommends 
wider availability of programs to 
prevent sexual abuse of children, 
adequate sexual health education 
and training for professionals, the 
development and dissemination 
of materials for sex education 
classes that cover “the full contin¬ 
uum of human sexual develop¬ 
ment,” and increased research on 
sexual health from childhood 
through old age. 

While the report notes that ab¬ 
stinence is the only sure way to 
prevent STDs and pregnancy, it 
also says that there is no valid ev¬ 
idence that “abstinence-only” sex¬ 
ual education programs are effec¬ 
tive. The report encourages absti¬ 
nence until one is in a “commit¬ 
ted, enduring, and mutually 
monogamous relationship,” but 
does not specify marriage. The re¬ 
port recommends the use of con¬ 
doms and other methods of con¬ 
traception to reduce the risk of 
STDs, HIV infection, and un¬ 
wanted pregnancy. There is “no 
scientific support” for the idea 
that school-based sex education 
leads to earlier sexual activity. Say¬ 
ing “I have to deal with reality,” 
Satcher called for further research 
on what types of sexual education 
programs actually work. 

Report criticized 

The report drew immediate 
criticism among religious and po¬ 
litical conservatives - who pro¬ 
mote abstinence, monogamy, 
marriage, and compulsory hetero¬ 
sexuality - despite its stated goal 
of “encouraging stable and com¬ 
mitted adult relationships to 
strengthen families.” 

Andrea Lafferty, president of 
the Traditional Values Coalition, 
said the report’s authors were 
“talking out of both sides of their 
mouths” by recommending con¬ 


doms even while acknowledging 
that they are not a foolproof 
means of preventing pregnancy or 
STDs. A coalition of 11 conserva¬ 
tive organizations issued a state¬ 
ment reading, “As chief medical 
officer of the United States, Dr. 
Satcher has an obligation to tell 
the truth about the risks of sex 
outside of marriage. Instead, he 
has painted an unrealistic picture 
that seems more geared toward 
achieving political correctness 
than educating Americans about 
the health risks of these behav¬ 
iors.” Peter Brandt of Focus on the 
Family had the strongest words, 
calling the report “ideology dis¬ 
guised as science,” and asking 
President Bush to replace the sur¬ 
geon general immediately. 

But William Smith of the Sex¬ 
uality Information and Education 
Council of the United States took 
the opposite view, saying he was 
“pleased this report has brought 
human sexuality to the forefront 
of public discussion.” 

Debra Hauser of Advocates for 
Youth stated that Satcher “should 
be praised for rising above the 
politics and the ideology.” 

Saying that she believed the re¬ 
port “will save lives,” Winnie Stachel- 
berg of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign called on the administration 
to “immediately adopt the more sci¬ 
ence-based guidelines and let them 
serve as a policy road map for im¬ 
proving public health in America.” 

The report was commissioned 
by the Clinton administration - 
the former president appointed 
Satcher as surgeon general in 1998. 
Satcher maintained that he was 
not taking sides in the political de¬ 
bate. “We try to make very clear 
what’s needed to improve sexual 
health, and what’s supported by 
the science,” he said. Secretary of 
Health and Human Services 
Tommy Thompson, a Bush ap¬ 
pointee, reviewed the report prior 
to its release but did not make 
changes. 

White House spokesman Ari 
Fleischer said that despite the re¬ 
port, Bush would continue to focus 
on abstinence. Bush could ask for 
Satcher’s resignation, but cannot 
require him to step down before 
the end of his term in 2002. ▼

purchaser can’t spend more than 
30 percent of their gross income 
on housing,” the supervisor said. 

Thus, for example, the two-renter 
household could not spend more 
than about $960 per month on rent. 

The proposed legislation also 
gives developers incentives to 
build affordable units; allows 
them to apply for reduction or 
waivers for the inclusionary re¬ 
quirement on the basis that there 
is no connection between the re¬ 
quirement and the project; phases 
in the 10 percent inclusionary re¬ 
quirement; targets all applications 
filed with the Planning Depart¬ 
ment or Building Department as 
of June 18; and mandates a study 
of affordable housing. 

If passed intact, the law would 
boost enforcement and penalize 
developers for violations. ▼

Scott 
was especially proud of Josue, who he 
thought of as a son, and who graduated 
from UC Berkeley this year with Bache¬ 
lors Degree in Social Work. 

Anyone who knew Scott knows that 
he accomplished his dream. He not only 
contributed positively to the world, he 
made positive contributions to all the 
people in his life. We love you, Scott. 

A brief memorial will be held in the 
AIDS Memorial Grove, at the Circle of 
Friends, at 2pm on July 14th, followed by 
a celebration of his life in the meadow 
below.

Being gay in high school fortu¬ 
nately wasn’t too great a problem 
for Aronowitz. 

“I was out to myself and close 
friends my senior year,” he said. “I 
went to sectional tournaments in 
swimming and skiing. Being gay 
in high school, there were defi¬ 
nitely uncomfortable moments on 
the team. People would make ho¬ 
mophobic remarks. It was tough, 
but I didn’t feel like it impacted 
my performance. It wasn’t a bar¬ 
rier to swimming my best.” 

Some outstanding area college 
water polo teams include Berke¬ 
ley, the University of California at 
Irvine, Stanford, and the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California, but 
Tsunami remains the only gay and 
lesbian team in the Bay Area. 

“It’s really fun to play on a 
team with other gay people,” 
Aronowitz said. “At Stanford, I 
was out and that was also great. I 
worked at the Gay & Lesbian Stu¬ 
dent Center. I was pretty active in 
the community and felt pretty 
supported in general.” 

Soon after graduating from 
Stanford in poly sci, Aronowitz 
started swimming with Tsunami. 

“I’ve always found that sports 
teams are really fun socially and in 
competition,” he said. “I’d heard 
that Tsunami was that way, and it’s 
true. People are friendly and there 
are a lot of good athletes. As a new 
water polo player, it’s a challenge 
and it’s something new.” 

He’s also doing swimming 
events as well as water polo. This 
year at IGLA, several teams have 
expanded to adding B teams, of¬ 
fering more opportunities for new 
players.

“It’s fun to play against other 
new players who are also learn¬ 
ing,” said Aronowitz, who’s happy 
to find “a balance between a com- 
' petitive and a social team.” 

Included in the social events 
will be the infamous drag water 
ballet. While costumes and dance 
numbers are always hush-hush 
until their aquatic premiere, 
Aronowitz divulged that his cos¬ 
tume’s theme is “a white flamin¬ 
go” 

Coach’s call 

Christina McCall coaches both 
the Tsunami A and B teams, and 
plays for an Oakland team as well. 

Having seen the growth of col¬ 
lege and high school teams, she 
said, “It’s really picking up for 
younger ages,” with more oppor¬ 
tunities for school-sponsored 
recreational leagues. 

McCall started in college at 
USC, and has been a part of sev¬ 
eral different teams, including the 
USA East Team. 

As a swimmer growing up and 
playing basketball, she found 
water polo to be “a lot more inter¬ 
active,” and a challenging combi¬ 
nation of both sports. “When 
you’re swimming, you’re alone 
staring at the bottom of the pool. 
In water polo you have to strate- 
gize. It’s Itind of a combination of 
a lot of different sports. You can 
recognize aspects of basketball or 
soccer.” 

With most of the action going 
on underwater, “it is a bit difficult 
for new people to understand. It’s 
also pretty demanding. We en¬ 
courage the players to swim. 
That’s the most essential thing.” 

Toronto’s matches will be di¬ 
vided into five-minute quarters, 
while in college it’s seven-minute 
quarters. Since some competitors 
also swim in timed lane events, 
water polo matches usually occur 
after diving and lane events. 

“We have a few ex-college play¬ 
ers, including several college play¬ 
ers, and several others with previ¬ 
ous high school. It’s definitely a 
growing sport” said McCall. 

And while it’s “hard to hear 
with all the whistling and splash¬ 
ing,” she admitted, “hopefully 
we’ll be so well-prepared, I won’t 
have to yell that much.” 

In addition to being the most 
unusual aquatic sport, water polo 
is one of few sports that are co¬ 
gender in sanctioned competi¬ 
tions. Tsunami polo welcomes 
new players as well as experienced 
athletes seeking to return to the 
sport. Noted Aghazadeh, “We’re 
really a mixed team with more 
men, but we’d love to have more 
women out.”

Canuck’s bucks 

In Montreal money matters, a 
Canadian bank is refusing to open 
an account for a cranky religious 
group that opposes Montreal’s bid 
to host the 2006 Gay Games. 

A Royal Bank spokesman con¬ 
firmed the No Committee 2006 
was denied a bank account for do¬ 
nations from supporters. 

“We refuse to support or op¬ 
pose discriminatory activities of 
any kind,” said bank spokesman 
Raymond Chouinard. 

The No Committee 2006 was 
formed in April after Montreal 
announced its bid. The commit¬ 
tee’s members include the Christ¬ 
ian Heritage Party and the Cam¬ 
paign Life Coalition for Quebec. 

The Reverend Daniel Cormier, 
who heads the committee, said his 
group fears visiting athletes could 
spread the HIV virus. Right¬ 
wingers want it both ways, and 
call such a decision discriminato¬ 
ry. 

Champion gay swimmer Mark 
Tewksbury is one of the organiz¬ 
ers for the city’s bid, and Mayor 
Pierre Bourque has predicted the 
games will be the “biggest event in 
the city since the Olympics.” 

Gay-rights activist Michael 
Hendricks told the Toronto Star 
that he found it “very interesting” 
that the bank had refused to open 
an account. 

“One wonders about how they 
[decide to accept or reject] bank 
accounts. I hate to come in on [the 
committee’s] side but I wonder 
about the justice of it. It seems so 
unlike a bank.” 

No, it’s more like a bank, say 
Chase Manhattan, to launder Nazi 
money without a shred of moral 
fiber, then decades later invest in 
millions-losing gay Web sites.

tion,” Mayfield said. 

DA responds 

For his part, Deputy District 
Attorney David Soares argued 
forcefully for the third strike sen¬ 
tencing of 27 years to life, and 
based his arguments primarily on 
Carmichael’s prior record. Soares 
told the judge that “I have seen no 
evidence of improper AIDS test¬ 
ing,” and no evidence of blood 
drawn on the day of 
[Carmichael’s] arrest that was 
used for anything other that a test 
for drugs and alcohol. 

Soares said that Carmichael’s 
behavior on the airplane, as de¬ 
scribed by another passenger and 
a flight attendant, “was scary.” 

“He was extremely aggressive 
toward the boy [the teenage pas¬ 
senger he got into an argument 
with],” Soares said, adding the 
witness said that Carmichael “very 
forcefully shoved the boy with 
both hands.” 

“This is not the action of a 
man under temporary stress, it 
tells us what kind of person Mr. 
Carmichael still is,” Soares said. 

Soares called Carmichael a “so¬ 
ciopath” and argued that while the 
injury suffered by the officer was 
not serious, “it is clearly a felony 
because of who Mr. Carmichael is.” 

Soares then reiterated 
Carmichael’s previous criminal 
convictions, which included kid¬ 
napping, and oral copulation on a 
boy that occurred when 
Carmichael was 12. 

Carmichael speaks 

Addressing that juvenile inci¬ 
dent, Carmichael told the court 
that he was embarrassed to dis¬ 
cuss it, but it did occur. “My fam¬ 


ily knows the abuse I suffered. As a 
teenager, I was in trouble all the 
time, until I got to Vacaville [Cal¬ 
ifornia Medical Facility] and the 
pastoral care program I helped 
start.” 

Carmichael also told the court 
that he had a previous substance 
abuse problem and that his previ¬ 
ous crimes often took place when 
he was high; he has-been clean and 
sober for several years. 

Carmichael reiterated his work 
on behalf of HIV-positive prison¬ 
ers while at Vacaville. “I confront¬ 
ed room after room of dying peo¬ 
ple, and at that point in my life - 
August 1991 - since that day I 
have not had a fight except when I 
was attacked,” he said. “I turned 
my life around, your honor.” 

Carmichael said he regretted at¬ 
tempting to open the bag at the air¬ 
port. “I’m terribly sorry I did that.” 

At the close of his 45-minute 
statement, Carmichael summed it 
up for the judge, “I don’t want to 
die in prison.” 

During Friday’s hearing, sever¬ 
al witnesses spoke about 
Carmichael. Judy Greenspan, with 
the HIV in Prison Committee of 
California Prison Focus, spoke of 
the work Carmichael did at Va¬ 
caville. Mike Salinas, former news 
editor of the Bay Area Reporter, 
spoke of how he and Carmichael 
have become domestic partners. 
Salinas, who now lives in New 
York City, told the court that 
Carmichael would be moving to 
New York upon his release. 

“I think he has an excellent 
chance to be a productive member 
of society,” Salinas testified. 

Carmichael’s sister, Kathy 
Sewell, described the medical con¬ 
dition of Carmichael’s brother, 
and how Carmichael had helped 
the family by transporting him 
from Virginia to San Jose on the 
fateful day in question. ▼

tive American rights and the 
movement to free political prison¬ 
er Leonard Peltier to serving as a 
case manager at the Haight-Ash- 
bury Free Clinic and working as a 
program director at Baker Places. 
Hudson himself identifies as mul¬ 
ticultural, with both Cherokee and 
European backgrounds. He has a 
master’s degree in clinical psy¬ 
chology and body-oriented thera¬ 
pies from the California Institute 
of Integral Studies in San Francis¬ 
co and was once the director of 
the Carolina School of Massage 
for three years. 

Hudson will begin his full-time 
duties at BAY Positives on July 9 
for an annual salary of about 
$45,000, according to the group’s 
financial records. In many ways, 
however, he says he feels like he 
has already begun to solidify the 
organization’s vision and craft a 
plan for its future. 

“I basically started working 
there the day I started interview¬ 
ing, because I knew it was the job 
for me, and I immediately learned 
everything I could about it,” said 
Hudson, adding that he has al¬ 
ready started working on a con¬ 
tractual basis. His plans for BAY 
Positives include “moving forward 
the organization’s vision, expand¬ 
ing its diversity, growing the pro¬ 
grams that are needed without 
spending a lot of extra money, 
growing our volunteer base, and 
possibly developing an endow¬ 
ment.” 

“I’m not looking to change too 
much in terms of the organiza¬ 
tion’s direction,” he added, “be¬ 
cause my priority is to make sure 
we’re stable.”

Positives offers a weekly drop-in 
support group for young people 
living with HIV/AIDS that ad¬ 
dresses coming to terms with HIV 
infection, disclosure to loved ones, 
substance use, HIV treatments, 
and risk reduction. The organiza¬ 
tion provides individual counsel¬ 
ing and peer case management on 
issues of housing, transportation, 
and access to other basic services, 
and it facilitates workshops and 
trainings about HIV treatment 
options and prevention issues that 
concern HIV-positive young peo¬ 
ple. Community-based outreach 
efforts include regular in-service 
workshops for other agencies, 
hospitals, and service providers on 
the programs and services of BAY 
Positives and the needs of HIV¬ 
positive youth. Social and recre¬ 
ational events include quarterly 
retreats for its members, white 
water rafting trips, movie nights, 
and other outings. BAY Positives 
also has agreements with other 
agencies to provide HIV testing 
and counseling, acupuncture, and 
massage to local youth in need. 

In 2000, BAY Positives served 
64 HIV-positive young people 
with direct care services. Twenty- 
four of those youth were new 
members, a 41 percent increase 
over 1999. An additional 3,600 
young people were reached with 
information and education ser¬ 
vices. All of this happens on a cur¬ 
rent budget of $400,000 a year. 

For Hudson, the challenge will 
be increasing the budget as well as 
the services offered, all the while 
saving money for the organiza¬ 
tion’s future. He is confident he 
can pull it off. 

“This is where I was meant to 
be,” he said of his new position. 
“It’s an honor to be offered this 
opportunity, and I’m ecstatic to be 
able to encourage youth to find 
their power.” T

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Theatre queens Ronnie larsen + John Fisher=‘A Few Ray Men' at tlenue 9 



T he Ronnie and John show has 
begun even before the curtain 
has gone up on their first the¬ 
atrical collaboration. 

“This is Ronnie Larsen going legit¬ 
imate,” John Fisher said of A Few Gay 
Men. “I knew Ronnie back when he 
didn’t do nudie plays. Long ago he did 
Shakespeare plays, and they were very 
good.” 

“They were not good,” Larsen said. 
“I saw his swan song, The Merry 
Wives of Windsor, and it was fucking 
hysterical,” Fisher continued. “The 
only bad thing was that there were 
just 12 people in the audience.” 

“This actually annoys me because 
it was terrible,” Larsen countered. “He 
does this to needle me.” 

“That’s such bullshit,” Fisher re¬ 
countered. “It wasn’t awful, but the 
theater did smell of bat piss.” 

Larsen and Fisher may seem like 
strange bedfellows, theatrically speak¬ 
ing, but they don’t agree with that as¬ 
sessment. 

“This may sound corny,” Larsen 
said, “but I do feel like we’re kind of 
soulmates.” 

“That’s so sweet,” Fisher replied, 
“but I thought you’d say that to me 
first, not to the press.” 


Fisher, who is an actor in A Few 
Gay Men, is best known as the writer 
and director of the camp classic 
Medea - the Musical, as well as such 
varied offerings as Combat!, The Joy of 
Gay Sex, and Barebacking, a Sex Panic! 
Comedy. 

Larsen has made a considerable 
name for himself as the creator of a 
string of surprisingly sophisticated 
productions that have used porn stars 
' as bait. Making Porn, Sh&tmffg’POfn.' 
10 Naked Men, and All-Male Peep 
Show are some of Larsen’s past pro¬ 
ductions that have been seen here and 
around the country. 

But while there is no nudity in A

BETTY was born in the late 
’80s in Washington, DC, where the 
Ziff sisters hooked up with Palmer 
through a classified ad. The three 
musicians performed together in 
several bands until BETTY was 
born. The trio soon moved to 
New York, where their unique 
musical stylings drew an audience 
that was loyal if not always huge. 
The big music companies have 
never really warmed up to BETTY. 

“We’ve always been pretty dif¬ 
ficult,” Ziff said, “and when we 
first started we were a lot more 
difficult, a lot more concerned 
about who we were and what our 
image was and how people dealt 
with us.” 

Ziff thinks BETTY Rules may 
help the group surpass its cult sta¬ 
tus. “It’s a really good way to ex¬ 
perience us, because we’ve always

quite says what’s on her mind. 

Unfortunately, the girl Paulie is 
actually in bed with has a rather dif¬ 
ferent agenda. Victoria (Canadian 
Jessica Pare) doesn’t seem to regard 
nocturnal sex with Paulie as just a 
phase she’s going through — until 
she’s abruptly caught in the act by a 
gaggle of freshman students, in¬ 
cluding Victoria’s sneering snitch of 
a sister. The slap in the face of Vic¬ 
toria’s rejection is a blow that sends 
Paulie, and to some extent the film 
itself, careening off on a mystical 
and somewhat surrealistic journey 
with rather a bumpy landing. 

Cool catalyst 

To its credit, Lost and Delirious 
frames its classically tragic theme 
in an artful device — having a 
naive third character observe the 
romantic meltdown from a posi¬ 
tion that is too close for comfort 
but that also gives the audience a 
delightfully wicked sense of com¬ 
plicity combined with the neces¬ 
sary foreshadowing. The film’s 
casting coup comes in the por¬ 
trayal of Mouse (the impressively 
enigmatic if sincere Mischa Bar¬ 
ton, who performed a similar cat¬ 
alytic function in John Duigan’s 
Lawn Dogs, a dark fable of life 
gone haywire inside a gated com¬ 
munity). Having a ringside seat to 
acts she probably couldn’t have 


imagined possible gives Mouse di¬ 
vided loyalties, the friendship of 
two girls in the midst of a nasty 
and increasingly public breakup. 
For Mouse, the episode reeks of 
the worst possible kind of bad 
dream combined with just the 
hint of a life-altering experience. 
That Paulie is simultaneously act¬ 
ing out a more exhilarating if 
deadly form of nightmare gives 
Lost and Delirious a precarious 
edge that it carefully treads until 
losing its footing at the end. 

The film is probably fated to be 
that dirty pleasure, a slightly failed 
cult classic whose video afterlife 
will greatly exceed its time in the¬ 
atres. See it for the debut of Per- 
abo as a real dyke heartthrob, 
whose oddly positioned career 
choices may or may not bring her 
this way again. See it also for the 
hilarious miscasting of veteran 
Canadian actress Jackie Bur¬ 
roughs, who gives the role of 
headmistress Miss Vaughn the 
eye-popping joy of witnessing the 
resurrection of Zazu Pitts, whose 
destiny was to render most sub¬ 
lime the dotty old spinster. In Miss 
Vaughn, subtext can be said to run 
riot. Lost and Delirious would have 
been well-advised to shed its pon¬ 
derous mystical baggage for the 
more realistic if sad pleasures of a 
Boys Don't Cry. But it’s still an im¬ 
pressive half a loaf. ▼

Up here’s Betty Boop, Betty 

I Crocker, Betty Ford, Betty 
Grable, and Betty Rubble. 
And then there’s BETTY. 

For 15 years, this trio of unbri¬ 
dled women has found an in¬ 
tensely loyal following with music 
that defies categorization. Still, 
journalists must try, and over the 
years their music has been de¬ 
scribed as “a cross between the B- 
52’s, Joni Mitchell, and Parlia- 
ment-Funkadelic,” “subversive 
siren songs for the 21st century,” 
and “a cross between the Andrew 
Sisters and the Marx Brothers.” 

Fans have gotten to know 
upper-cased BETTY through club 
dates and festival appearances, as 
well as five self-produced CDs, 
and now theatergoers will get to 
know the women behind the 
quirky sounds as well. The largely 
autobiographical BETTY Rules: A 
Guy from Atlantic Wants to Sign Us 
will have its world premiere at the 
Magic Theatre on July 6 after 
three weeks of previews. 

“It’s the story of the three of 


us,” says group member Elizabeth 
Ziff, “of the ups and downs of our 
tumultuous relationship as 
friends and bandmates for the last 
15 years.” 

Music from their CDs as well 
as newly written plot-driven songs 
will combine with storytelling in 
the new show, which has an im¬ 
pressive guide to lead the women 
through their first theatrical en¬ 
deavor. Michael Greif, who direct¬ 
ed Rent, has been a BETTY fan for 
years, and he quickly agreed to 
shepherd the new show. 

After two workshop produc¬ 
tions in New York, the BETTY 
team went looking for a regional 
theater to host the official pre¬ 
miere. “Our first choice was San 
Francisco,” Ziff said. “Now we’re 
finding that the West Coast sensi¬ 
bilities are different than the East 
Coast. It’s kind of like another 
country. My girlfriend’s from San 
Francisco originally, and I’ve 
come to understand her a little 
better since I’ve been spending 
more time here.” 

The three members of BETTY 
provide a spectrum of sexuality 
with lesbian Elizabeth Ziff, bisex¬ 


ual Amy Ziff, and heterosexual 
Alyson Palmer. “We’ve always 
been embraced by the gay and les¬ 
bian community because we’re 
very gay-positive,” Ziff said. 
“We’ve always done pro-choice 
work so we have a strong feminist 
following. It just seems like a lot of 
different people relate to us. I 
think it’s because we’re like bad 
girls, but the kind your mom still 
likes.” 

Sibling rivalry 

Elizabeth and Amy Ziff are sis¬ 
ters, which adds another dimen¬ 
sion to the dynamics aswirl in the 
group and represented onstage in 
BETTY Rules. “Through thick and 
through thin, my sister and I have 
spent our lives together, which has 
been wonderful and hideous,” 
Elizabeth Ziff said. “But at this 
point, all three of us in the band 
are like siblings. We don’t even 
have to say anything to have a 
fight.” 

What the members of BETTY 
first envisioned for their theatrical 
foray was a fantasy with “big, wild 
crazy things,” Ziff said, “but 
Michael Greif said, ‘No, I think 
you should tell your story, because 
your story is good and it’s unusu¬ 
al and funny and sad.” 

Creating BETTY Rules wasn’t 
always easy, Ziff said, because “it’s 
really personal and you can’t help 
but get uptight about things. But 
Michael’s been a good balance, 
and he knows how to work with 
crazy women. He knows how to

fucked? Are you positive? Do you 
like your mother? Did you ever 
fuck your father? I mean, I would 
just ask everything, and they 
would tell me." 

“You wanted to be like the fag¬ 
got Studs Terkel,” Fisher offered. 

After he had transcribed and 
edited the interviews, he decided 
that there really wasn’t a market 
for such a book. “But the thing 
about me which is bad, I can’t let 
go of something,” Larsen said. “So 
I had all this material sitting in my 
computer, and I could not let it go. 
I decided to make it a play.” 

In A Few Gay Men, Fisher is es¬ 
sentially playing Larsen as he con¬ 
ducts these free-wheeling inter¬ 
views. “I sort of drive the thing 
along,” Fisher said. “To describe it 
as interviews makes it sound like 
a bunch of monologues, but it’s 
not that at all. It’s like a cross-ex¬ 
amination. And the way Ronnie’s 
interspersed it, he’s got the actors 
talking to each other and arguing 
at times. There is conflict and 
there is development.” 

For Larsen, this is a story about 
community. “I’m fascinated by the 
idea of community,” he said. “I 
think a lot of people feel very 
alone. So what struck me was that 
while people have different things 
that they’re into, everybody’s very 
connected. To me there’s some¬ 
thing very powerful in the fact that 
this guy can talk about the most 
freaky things, like he wants to shit 
on somebody, but in the end he’s 
got this relationship with his kids 
that isn’t working out, and it’s very 
emotional. I’m fascinated by this.”

and March as Robert Browning. 
Thalberg indulged her in the lav¬ 
ish Romeo and Juliet (1936), 
helmed by gay director George 
Cukor, with Howard. Both were 
too old, but she was better than 
expected. Two years later came the 
opulent Marie Antoinette, finished 
after Thalberg’s untimely death. In 
the first half, she’s dreadful, but 
she improves later and is affecting 
at the end. 

Pictures stock 

Widowhood didn’t diminish 
her stardom, but it left her a major 
MGM shareholder. She accepted 
Scarlett O’Hara, but withdrew 
when fans complained about her 
playing “a bad woman.” She and 
Gable enjoyed an Idiot’s Delight, 
and then came noble Mary in 
Cukor’s The Women (both 1939), 
billed before archrival Crawford. 
But Crawford and Rosalind Rus¬ 
sell stole the notices.

(1940) before she rejected Mrs. 
Miniver, reluctant to play a moth-

O ne performance can ruin an 
actress’ reputation, if that’s 
the only movie later gener¬ 
ations see. It happened to Norma 
Shearer, one of Golden Era Holly¬ 
wood’s major stars. Her most fre¬ 
quently revived film, 1939’s The 
Women, contains an atypical, tire¬ 
some portrayal, encouraging crit¬ 
ics to attribute her success to her 
husband, legendary MGM pro¬ 
ducer Irving Thalberg. Although 
not a great actress, she gave some 
good performances in films that 
remain daring. Her career de¬ 
serves reassessment. 

She attained stardom before 
marrying Thalberg, and made 
racy films instrumental in the cre¬ 
ation of the notorious Hollywood 
Production Code. Shearer’s well- 
bred but sexually liberated ladies 
frightened censors, who, as Com¬ 
plicated Women author Mick 
LaSalle writes, were determined to 
put “the wife back in the kitchen.” 
Fittingly, four Shearer movies are 
included in the Castro Theatre’s 
Free Souls: The Complicated 
Women of Pre-Code Hollywood se¬ 
ries, running July 9-18. 

Born (1902) Edith Norma 
Shearer in Montreal, her upper- 
middle-class family’s fortunes 
soured in 1920. Mother took 
Norma and sister Athole (who 
married director Howard Hawks) 
to New York. Norma modeled and 
got bit movie parts. Her first lead 
was 1922’s The Man Who Paid. 
Later that yea r, Loml B. Mayer 
and Thalberg signed her to a five- 
year contract for their new studio, 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, then cast 
her in Pleasure Mad. 

She filmed at other studios, 
and fan magazines admired her 
chic clothes and bobbed hair. Her 
break came opposite Lon Chaney 
and John Gilbert in He Who Gets 
Slapped (1925), followed by Lady 
of the Night, A Slave of Fashion, 
and Pretty Ladies (Joan Craw¬ 
ford’s first picture). In 1926, she 
faced A Tower of Lies, was His Sec¬ 
retary, joined The Devil’s Circus, 
thrived as The Waning Sex, and 
was an Upstage dancer. Next year 
she became The Devil’s Bride, en¬ 
joyed Life After Midnight, and 
signed a new five-year contract 
with a fee rising to $5,000 per 
week. Officially a star, she wed 
Thalberg. 

Working-class heroine 

Determined to broaden her 
image, he cast her as the ingenue 
in The Student Prince (1927) op¬ 
posite gay matinee idol Ramon 
Novarro. But she soon longed for 
The Latest from Paris ( 1928), then 
was The Actress and a Lady of 
Chance. Her first talkie, The Trial 
of Mary Dugan, in which she 
played a working-class heroine, 
was a smash. In 1929, she starred 
in The Last of Mrs. Cheyney and 
enacted the balcony scene from 
Romeo and Juliet in the Hollywood 
Revue of 1929. 

Thalberg didn’t see her as a 
femme fatale. She was tiny and 
had a lazy eye which could make 
her appear cross-eyed. But exer¬ 
cises diminished the problem, and 
she knew how she should be pho¬ 
tographed. After Their Own Desire 
and Let Us Be Gay (in which her 
giggles are infuriating), she had 
photographer George Hurrell, 
whom she met through Novarro, 
make portraits showing her sexy 
and beautiful. Stunned, Thalberg 
let her be The Divorcee, which 


won her 1930’s Best Actress Oscar; 
it’s an amazing film. Discovering 
her husband has been unfaithful, 
she seduces his best friend. She 
wasn’t a floozy but a lady, one who 
enjoyed sex and felt equal to men. 
The racy Strangers May Kiss 
(1931) followed. 

A Free Soul (1931) was another 
success. Billed above the title, with 
Leslie Howard, Lionel Barrymore, 
and Clark Gable listed below, she 
is melodramatic and theatrical, al¬ 
though restrained compared to 
Best Actor Oscar winner Barry¬ 
more, who chomps the scenery. 
But her sexual desire for the men¬ 
acing Gable remains compelling, 
and her see-thru dress in their 
love scene still shocks. She 
switched to Noel Coward, co-star¬ 
ring with Robert Montgomery in 
a static Private Lives (1931), then 
did Eugene O’Neill’s A Strange In¬ 
terlude with Gable (1932). In 
Smilin’ Through, with Frederic 
March and Howard, she’s saintly 
and lachrymose. MGM billed her 
as “The First Lady of the Screen,”

and her film production dimin¬ 
ished. Each movie would be an 
event. 

She felt the Riptide in 1934, 
then starred as a fluttery Elizabeth 
in The Barretts of Wimpole Street 
with Charles Laughton as Papa 


er with grown children. It was a 
huge hit, winning Greer Garson 
the 1942 Best Actress Oscar. In¬ 
stead, she made two flop come¬ 
dies, We Were Dancing and Her 
Cardboard Lover (both 1942), 
then retired. Rumors spread that 
studio bosses were out to get her, 
but she said of those last two 
films, “Nobody but myself was 
trying to do me in.” 

She refused Bette Davis’ offer 
to co-star in Old Acquaintance and 
later rejected Sunset Boulevard.

6th annual San Francisco Silent Film Festival at the Castro Theatre

Jl% uperman had his Fortress 
of Solitude; San Francisco 
has its Silent Film Festival. 
This annual event, now in its sixth 
year, is a peaceful haven far from 
the relentless din of roaring SUVs, 
cacophonous cell phones, and 
death-rattling dot-commers that 
have become the official noises of 
the city. This admirably brief 
(one-day), four-features-and- 
shorts event covers considerable 
territory this year, and there’s 
enough queer/camp interest to 
add an extra frisson for viewers in 
the know. It’s all at the Castro 
Theatre on Sunday, July 8. 

Herbert Brenon’s Peter Pan 
(1924) was the first version of J.M. 
Barrie’s play and the one officially 
sanctioned by the author, who 
personally chose 17-year-old Betty 
Bronson for the role. Barrie’s de¬ 
cision to bypass such luminaries 
as Gloria Swanson and Mary Pick- 
ford in favor of an untried teenag¬ 
er proved more than sensible: 
Bronson literally soars in the title 
role, beautifully capturing the 
character’s alternating strains of 
puckishness, petulance, and occa¬ 
sional melancholy at the prospect 
of growing up. 

Every version of this story has 
genderbending undertones — in¬ 
escapable, since Peter is always 
played by a female. But this time 
the actresses playing Wendy 
(Mary Brian) and Peter are about

the same age, giving their rela¬ 
tionship a sexy simpatico. Their 
scenes together, which include di¬ 
alogue like Wendy’s “I’ll give you 
a kiss, Peter, if you like” (which she 
does), look a bit like a baby dyke 
dress-up party, Wendy in her 


dressing gown, Peter in his dash¬ 
ing adventure-boy duds. Ernest 
Torrence’s Captain Hook adds to 
the gay merriment, prancing 
around his ship wearing black 
sausage curls and a Dame Edna- 
like scowl.

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to such conceits, there’s still much 
to love here: a mermaid colony; 
fabulous sets; fine photography by 
James Wong Howe; and a won¬ 
derfully fey performance by 
George Ali in a dog suit as Nana, 
the Darling children’s nimble dog- 
nursemaid. The film was a huge 
success at the time and then dis¬ 
appeared, resurfacing many 
decades later and here restored to 
35mm glory with original tints. 
The 11 -piece Flower City Society 
Orchestra provides live accompa¬ 
niment. (11 a.m.) 

Brutal youth 

Moving into more serious ter¬ 
ritory is Oscar Micheaux’s rare 
second feature Within Our Gates. 
This 1919 black-cast melodrama, 
the earliest surviving black fea¬ 
ture, was a belated answer to the 
perceived racism of Birth of a Na¬ 
tion (1915). The film is ambitious 
in juggling multiple plots and 
subplots revolving around the ro¬ 
mantic travails of Sylvia Landry 
(Evelyn Preer) and her attempt to 
raise money from rich Northern 
whites to save a black school in the 
South. Shot on location, Gates was 
expected to be a hit, perhaps even 
to cross over from the black circuit 
to white viewers. In fact, it was re¬ 
jected by all audiences. Black 
viewers, particularly, found the 
long flashback sequence “Sylvia’s 
Story,” which is the heart of the 
film, too raw for their taste. This 
scene still packs a punch with its 
harrowing images of lynchings 
and a brutal attempted rape. Seen 
from today’s vantage point, With¬ 
in Our Gates, despite its uneven 
acting and sometimes confusing 
plot twists, is important both as a 
black artist’s response to racism 
during the early part of the 20th 
century, and as a window into 
contemporary middle-class black 
life, a world previously unseen in 
cinema. Like Peter Pan, Gates was 
lost for decades. Discovered in a 
Spanish version in the 1980s, it 
was reconstructed, retranslated, 
and refurbished. Michael Mortilla 
will accompany the film on piano. 
(2 p.m.) 

Next up is a must-see for mus- 
clequeens of all sexes, Maciste al- 
Vinferno (Maciste in the Under¬ 
world). This 1926 epic was the last 
in a series of silent sword ’n’ san¬ 
dal spectaculars starring former 
Genovese dockworker and aging 
hunk Bartolomeo Pagano. This 


homely stud spends half the film 
in a heavy woolen suit, looking 
more like a dimwitted butcher 
than a bodybuilder. Fortunately, 
true to the title, he does go to Hell, 
where he’s assaulted by demons, 
propositioned by demonettes in 
pasties and g-strings, and stripped 
to his overample but still fetching 
flesh. He keeps busy during his so¬ 
journ, leading a demon revolt and 
battling a dragon too large to 
move much. Director Guido 
Brignone pulled out all the stops 
for this comic-Boschian vision of 
Hell, with what looks a cast of 
thousands of demon-extras 
spilling off the screen. Fellini 
claimed Maciste inspired him to 
become a filmmaker, and the air 
of amusing depravity, seen to full 
advantage in this rare restored 
print, would seem to confirm it. 
Michael Mortilla’s piano accom¬ 
paniment should add to the fun. 
(4:30 p.m.) 

Aficionados usually associate 
“shopgirl” with Joan Crawford, 
but Clara Bow did Crawford one 
better in It. Bow plays Betty Lou 
Spence, the quintessential work¬ 
ing-class flapper out to make the 
boss. Written by Elinor Glyn, this 
breezy 1927 comedy is loaded 
with period charm, including 
such dialogue as “Sweet Santa 
Claus, give me him!” and “Shall 
we gnaw a chop at the Club 
tonight?” There’s plenty of pathos, 
too, in Betty Lou’s loving friend¬ 
ship with single mother Molly, 
whom she defends against a pair 
of battle-axes trying to take the 
kid. There’s even a coded gay char¬ 
acter, queeny alleged straight 
Monty (William Austin), who, as¬ 
sessing his sex appeal in a mirror, 
says “Old fruit, you’ve got it!” The 
film’s mix of sophistication and 
sentiment proves an ideal vehicle 
for Bow, whose sincerity always 
shines through. Contemporary 
audiences must have seen her that 
way too, because It made Bow an 
international sensation. Six years 
later, she was finished with film 
and fame, undone by apparently 
insurmountable emotional prob¬ 
lems that are nowhere evident in 
this sweet divertissement. Chris 
Elliott will serenade her as she de¬ 
serves, on the Castro’s Mighty 
Wurlitzer. (8:30 p.m.) ▼

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Budding romance 

'Summer of '42' in Mountain View

t m ften bereft of original ideas, 
JJ Broadway has been plun- 
^ dering Hollywood titles for 
several decades. For every success 
like The Producers or The Full 
Monty, there are dozens of fail¬ 
ures. Think Big or Saturday Night 
Fever or Singin in the Rain. 

Whether or not Summer of’42 
finds success on Broadway, its de¬ 
clared destination, it is enlivening 
the theatrical summer of ’01 in 
the Bay Area. Here is a case where 
the adapters found a way to suc¬ 
cessfully rethink the material in 
musical terms, rather than simply 
plunking down a song every 10 
minutes or so. The results are sur¬ 
prisingly beguiling, though per¬ 
haps not quite of the caliber that 
should be competing on Broad¬ 
way. 

Unlike some of the movie-to- 
stage transfers that are selling car¬ 
bon-copy familiarity, memories of 
the movie Summer of’42 are prob¬ 
ably just a pleasant haze 30 years 
after its release. The most endur¬ 
ing memory is surely the sweet de¬ 
flowering of a teenage boy by a 
beautiful woman, a scenario that 
is an enduring heterosexual male 
fantasy. (A gay youth being de¬ 
flowered by a hunky older man 
rings an entirely different set of 
chimes.) 

But there is considerably more 
to the movie than that one scene, 
and its musical counterpart is able 
to convey the story with a good- 
natured and understated grace. 
The songs by David Kirshen- 
baum, while not particularly dis¬ 
tinctive, create an appealing mu¬ 
sical tapestry that is woven 
throughout the story (adapted by 
Hunter Foster) about a fateful 
summer on a sandy island off the 
coast of Maine. 

Director Gabriel Barre and his 
collaborators have favored an eco¬ 
nomical treatment that wisely es¬ 
chews such musical-comedy de¬ 
vices as ensemble numbers and 
dance routines, providing instead 
a kind of Andrews Sisters Greek 
chorus to comment on the pro¬ 
ceedings. These three young 
women (Megan Valerie Walker, 
Celia Keenan-Bolger and Erin 


Webley) do double duty as the 
adolescent love interests for three 
boys whose unseen families are 
also spending the summer on the 
island. 

Mating rites 

We see their awkward mating 
rituals, with the crudely aggressive 
Oscy (Brett Tabisel) on one side 
and the geekily shy Benjie (Jason 
Marcus) on the other. In the mid¬ 
dle is Hermie (Ryan Driscoll), 
who goes along on his friends’ ad¬ 
ventures but whose heart belongs 
to the comely Dorothy (Kate Jen¬ 
nings Grant). She is alone on the 
island, her young husband off to 
war, and she befriends the smitten 
Hermie. When the inevitable 
telegram arrives, Dorothy finds in 
Hermie a momentary solace from 
her grief. 


The real find in this cast is 
Driscoll, who plays Hermie with a 
skill that is fueled by an unaffect¬ 
ed charm. Just out of high school, 
he was an usher at Goodspeed 
Musicals (where the show origi¬ 
nated) when he auditioned for the 
role. Driscoll’s performance is pol¬ 
ished without being slick, a star¬ 
ring effort that is never a star turn. 

The entire production displays 
an affection for the material rather 
than a commercial decision to re¬ 
cycle a popular piece of material. 
Summer of’42 is a small musical 
with a big heart. T

Dreamland by Jeff Burton; power- 
House Books, $50 

mm he Hollywood sign is the 
fj periodic refrain in Drearrl - 
I land, Jeff Burton’s new 
book of sexy and slightly melan¬ 
cholic photographs. The giant 
glowing letters are tinted blue or 
lavender. They’re lined with glit¬ 
tering lights or glamorously 
blurred by camera movement. In 
one daytime scene, Burton shows 
us the giant letters looking pretty 
small from the Hollywood flat- 
land perspective of a Jewish 
cemetery, a sprinkler spraying an 
arching shimmer of water over 
the graves. It’s a glamour-and- 
mortality cocktail that looks far 
sunnier than it should. 

Once an advertisement for a 
housing development, the notori¬ 
ous signage takes on so many 
meanings. It’s an international 
beacon that attracts countless 
comely, fame-hungry physical 
specimens — read hunky guys 
with chiseled faces and bodies — 
to Los Angeles. And a good num¬ 
ber end up working in the city’s 
“other” entertainment industry, 
porn. That’s where Burton has his 
day job, shooting production stills 
and the slick staged shots that 
grace video box covers. The milieu 
also provides him with some rich, 
sensual images for his artwork. 

Yet it’s not the kind of behind- 
the-scenes look that’s expressed 
on entertainment news programs

or by a mini-thread of artists, Bay 
Area-based Ken Probst and Larry 
Sultan, who show us the Boogie 
Nights-\ike backstage making of 
porno pictures. Burton’s pictures 
are well-situated within the fanta¬ 


sy — they rarely reveal the light¬ 
ing or camera operators. 

Burton finds unexpectedly ar¬ 
resting visions inside adult Holly¬ 
wood, the sex dream factory pop¬ 
ulated by lesser-known stars who 


connect with their audiences on 
an intimate, albeit fantasy, level. 
While there’s a sense of salacious¬ 
ness that automatically comes 
with porn-set territory, in some of 
the images, Burton demystifies 
the magic of porno moviemaking 

— a painful image of a penis 
being injected with a perfor¬ 
mance-enhancing fluid, or of a 
plastic cup with an actor’s name 
scrawled on it: “Peter.” Each of the 
two-page spreads may juxtapose 
naked flesh with similarly quotid¬ 
ian subjects — an actor’s suitcase 
packed with gay porn, a Catalina 
Blonds video, and a stash of con¬ 
doms; the drab LA freeway on the 
way to work at the ranch-house 
film set; the fluffy pussycat pon¬ 
dering the aging backyard pool. 
Occasionally, Burton punctuates 
these with a glittering image of, 
say, Liberace’s bejeweled roadster 

— historic gay glitz. 

More often than not, Burton 
harnesses the typical porno sex 
dream to urge us to consider our 
desires. He uses the cinematic 
lighting, set decoration, and well- 
fluffed and makeup-daubed 
naked flesh, and uses it to create 
almost poetic images of sensuali¬ 
ty, longing, implied narratives 
and curiously abstracted flesh. 

Edge sex 

Burton’s opulent images, taken 
primarily but not exclusively on 
all-male productions, are artfully 
focused on the edge of the action. 
The sex happens quietly on the 
margins. The photos are the an¬ 
tithesis of raunchy hardcore ac¬ 
tion because the requisite ele¬ 
ments aren’t thrust to the fore¬ 
ground. He shows us tangles of 
waxy, tanned and toned flesh 
from oblique angles. The figures, 
often only seen as body parts, are 
elements on the borders, sidelines 
and reflective surfaces of set- 
dressed interiors or sunny South¬ 
ern California decks. 

In one photograph — the pic¬ 
tures all go untitled in these pages 
— an African American male lies 
back over a square, beige ot¬ 
toman. His bare shoulders and 
tilted-back head occupy the 


upper portion of the frame, sen¬ 
suous curves contrasting with the 
squared-off furniture and the 
caramel-colored carpeting, which 
is roughly the same shade as his 
skin. If you look closely, you can 
see a hand clutching at the cush¬ 
ion, though it’s not clear to whom 
it belongs. The composition is 
highly formalized, while the nar¬ 
rative is open-ended (although 
the facing page, a shot of the palm 
tree-shaded sign of the Holly¬ 
wood Forever cemetery, echoes 
the morbid tone of the earlier 
graveyard shot). 

Another image is dominated 
by a gray floor with a puddle and 
a drain in the middle — perhaps 
a shower or the side of a suburban 
pool. At the very top of the frame, 
you can see the legs of a crouch¬ 
ing, naked male. It looks like he’s 
on all fours until you realize that 
what could be his hands are actu¬ 
ally the feet of another man fac¬ 
ing the opposite direction. Their 
activity is roughly reflected in the 
thin puddle, but the ripples blur 
it beyond recognition. It’s a tactic 
that Burton employs often, when 
he shows action in the mirror be¬ 
hind the liquor bottles, in the 
shiny glass covering of the picture 
hanging over the couch, or 
through a transparent lamp base 
containing artificial flowers. It’s 
also an artistic decision that keeps 
us looking, if only to discern what 
the hell is actually going on there. 

There’s more than meets the 
eye. The sex itself seems to exist 
somewhere between reality and 
fantasy, as does the whole notion 
of pornography. In hard-core 
films, you see people actually en¬ 
gage in sex, but you always have to 
wonder if they’re truly getting off 
on it, whether they have an emo¬ 
tional bond. It is, after all, a per¬ 
formance. Usually, the chemistry 
is apparent on screen. 

Burton definitely has an affin¬ 
ity for his subject. His pictures 
bring a sense of poignancy to the 
pornographic subjects. They re¬ 
flect back desires draped in new 
meanings, and they have a hellu¬ 
va lot more staying power than a 
video wank. T

(Naiad, $11.95) is a collection of 
short stories, but this is no ordi¬ 
nary compilation. Kallmaker takes 
the characters from her novels 
( Touchwood, Watermark, et al.) 
and brings them and us up to 
date. The idea is more than just a 
clever ploy. Kallmaker has plenty 
to say about what happened to 
these women after the last page of 
their novels. Each story is a per¬ 
fectly constructed gem, and al¬ 
though remembering the novel in 
which the characters first ap¬ 
peared adds to the pleasure of re¬ 
discovery, prior knowledge is no 
prerequisite for enjoyment. 

“Mechanics” tells the tale of the 
Car Pool characters, 10 years later, 
and their mighty efforts to con¬ 
ceive a child. “Unforgettable, 
That’s What You Are” takes place 
just four weeks after the close of 
Unforgettable, and provides the 
fuller story of Natalie, a minor 
character from that book, and her 
quest for true love. As an addition¬ 
al bonus, Kallmaker provides an¬ 
swers to readers’ frequently asked 
questions, including the back story 
on her writing alter ego, Laura 
Adams. Frosting on the Cake is a 
lovely gift to Kallmaker’s fans, and 
if you’re not one yet, this collection 
provides a great introduction to 
the master of the lesbian romance.

Spontaneous Mind: Selected Interviews 1958-1996, Allen Gins¬ 
berg , edited by David Carter; HarperCollins, $40 

T he late poet Allen Ginsberg, whose eccentric lifestyle was as fas¬ 
cinating to many as his work as a writer, was known to consid¬ 
er the media interview an art form, as well as a way to get his 
ideas across to as many people as possible. A remarkable new book. 
Spontaneous Mind, offers a unique opportunity to devour 30 different 
interviews, some never before published, that Ginsberg gave during 
the course of his life. 

The collection, edited by gay writer David Carter, is one of three 
new books about Ginsberg that were released simultaneously sever¬ 
al months ago by HarperCollins. The others are Deliberate Prose: Se¬ 
lected Essays 1952-1995 (edited by Bill Morgan) and Selected Poems: 
1947-1995. With a preface by Vaclav Havel (the Czech leader and 
poet was an acquaintance of Ginsberg) and a rich introduction by 
gay novelist Edmund White, Spontaneous Mind is the only one of 
the three books that was released in hardback. 

Much of the book provides extremely entertaining reading and 
makes it abundantly clear why Ginsberg, who died in 1997 at age 70, 
is widely considered one of the most influential literary and cultural 
figures of our time. ▼

Bike run of the year

T ime was when there were 
almost a dozen bike clubs 
in San Francisco. Who can 
remember the Warlocks, the Ser¬ 
pents, the Koalas, the California 
Motor Club (CMC), Knights of 
Malta MC, the Border Riders MC, 
the GDIs, the Pacific Bears and 
others? In the late ’60s and 
throughout the 70s, summers in 
the Bay Area saw a weekend bike 
run almost every other weekend. 
No more. These days, member¬ 
ship is minimal at best. Clubs are 
forced to do joint runs, and for the 
moment, the Golden Gate Guards 
MC seem to stand out with their 
annual weekend run, usually the 
first weekend in October. 

There may be dozens of rea¬ 
sons for the decline of member¬ 
ship in the clubs. The spirit of 
brotherhood, camaraderie and 
biker bonding seem to have di¬ 
minished to a great degree. The 
massive influx of gay men and 
women to San Francisco, where 
the gay/lesbian lifestyle is freer 
than their hometowns, caused a 
major social change in the city: 
new ideas, new blood, new life, 
people willing to involve them¬ 
selves in the social issues for the 
good of the community. 

The (for want of a better term) 
Old Guard held sway in the clubs. 
Any uppitiness was discouraged. 
The younger generation did not 
seem to take to the rigid rules, reg¬ 
ulations and mores of the bike club 
hierarchy. In the mid 70s, Buddy 
Thompson, then the president of 
the CMC, made the daring move 
of becoming involved with Richard 
Novak, a dashing young man 
from Chicago who was a candi¬ 
date for the title of Emperor II 
The coalition of bike clubs 
and the Imperial Court 
system was launched that 
year. And it did flourish 
— to wit, how many Em¬ 
presses have emerged 
from the GDI club? 

But it was not 
enough. The AIDS 
epidemic decimated 
club memberships. 

These days, some of the clubs are 
barely hanging on, and the out¬ 
look seems dismal when even the 
casual observer sees little outreach 
being made to new arrivals, new 
faces, younger men and women 
seeking a meaningful niche in the

community. 

If a dedicated group of biker 
club and friends has their way, this 
apathetic situation will end, or at 
least become the catalyst in re¬ 
viving an updated version of the 
good old days of bike club 
brotherhood. The group, 
spearheaded by Mario 
Torrigino of the Defend¬ 
ers (one of the most pop¬ 
ular men in club circles) 
and his dedicated volun¬ 
teer committee, is hard 
at work organizing the 
Leather/Levi Weekend 
bike run to take place 
the weekend of August 10-12 at the 
beautiful Saratoga Springs camp¬ 
ground, three hours north of SF. 
The weekend fee is $125 until July 
10; after that, the fee goes up to 
$150. The fee includes all meals, 
72-hour open bar, people events, 


bike events, hiking, 12-step meet¬ 
ings, BDSM demos, spiritual gath¬ 
erings, CW dancing, erotic mas¬ 
sages, and open dungeon and play 
space; and it’s all clothing-optional. 
There’s even a submissive and 
dominant group schedule. 

In my experience with these 
outings, this seems like a bountiful 
weekend for the money. It’s like a 
combination of the old bike club 
weekend outings, the Hellfire 
weekend, and interesting activities 
for your participation. Or just lie 
around the swimming pool and 
get a tan. At my deadline, over 100 
people have already signed up. Be 
assured that veterans of bike club 
competitions, demonstrations 
and dungeons are all well-versed 
in their areas of expertise. Ques¬

Falcon's remastered DVDs

I t takes me twice as long to 
watch porn on DVD than on 
video. Because who’d want to 
watch them in real time, when 
DVD’s four fabulous speeds of 
slo-mo endow each second of 
the otherwise hurtled sex 
act with such soaringly ex¬ 
tended, positively ballet¬ 
ic grace that I feel I can 
only do them justice by 
leaching the lexicon of 
the esteemed ballet crit¬ 
ic himself. That Octavio 
Roca — 
he’s cer¬ 
tainly a 
guy who 
knows how to hurl a superlative at 
a handsome ballet boy. Transcen¬ 
dental! Immortal! Celestial! And 
don’t forget Ineffable! It makes 
you feel just like Olivier Messiaen, 
that madcap Parisian pornhound, 
who shouted in a fit of ecstasy, 
“Time must have a Stop!” It stops, 
brother, it stops, when your fin¬ 
ger’s on the slo-mo button of your 
DVD remote. 

„And that’s why it’s taken me 
such a long time to review some 
recent DVD releases. Over the 
next several weeks I’ll survey the 
crop, starting at the top: Falcon. 
Approximately every six months, 
the company intends to release its 
newest titles on both VHS and 
DVD, along with two or three 
juicy back-catalogue items remas¬ 
tered for DVD. Their first such re- 
le&SfFis’ d'gl'addSiimg trib includ¬ 
ing the recent award-winner Out 
of Athens, along with 1997’s Basic 
Plumbing 2, and the 1999 Jocks 
feature Thrusted. 

Falcon sexuality can have an 
edge of aggression with which I’m 
not always easy. Excited, but 
queasy. Yet serendipitously, just as 
these DVDs arrived, I was reading 
an essay in the Male Lust antholo¬ 
gy which helped clarify my feel¬ 
ings. In his fascinating essay “Hav¬ 
ing Sex Outside the Box,” John 
Stoltenberg describes the sex in¬ 
dustry’s promotion of what he 
calls the manhood mode of sex — 
a sexuality “that embodies the so¬ 
cial fiction of manhood.” I don’t 
think that’s a bad thing, as long as 
we know it for what it is. In man¬ 
hood mode, Stoltenberg asserts, 
we reassure ourselves that we are 
man enough. Naturally, as queers, 
we prize — deify — Manhood 
Mode. Girlfriend, the reason I 
went along on this ride was be¬ 
cause they promised plenty of it. 
But the force of its impact can 


keep us from experiencing self¬ 
hood mode. And that, Stoltenberg 
declares, has disastrous conse¬ 
quences. Manhood Mode is the 
mode of sportfucking, of con¬ 
quering, of man as hard-on. Self¬ 
hood Mode provides the safety 
and sustenance of reciprocal fair¬ 
ness, of intimacy. The 
best of all worlds is a 
combination. 

Our experience of 
these modes is the 
territory explored in 
the provocative Out 
of Athens, one of the 
few pornos I’ve ever seen 
where the 
outcome 
of the 
story was 
more important to me than the 
shooting out of cum. 

Janitor blues 

Out of Athens is a two-parter. It 
could have fit, to its benefit, on a 
single DVD, although that might 
have limited the amount of 
groovy extras — it’s got a photo 
gallery with biographical and 
physical data on the stars, and an 
audio commentary track with in¬ 
teresting and curious comments 
from director John Rutherford. 
The story blends Good Will Hunt¬ 
ing with The Talented Mr. Ripley, 
depicting the conflicted identity of 
the character played by debuting 
star Johnny Brosnan. He’s a jani¬ 
tor at a college where he’s rebuffed 
as a social inferior when he at¬ 
tempts to pledge a fraternity. 
Seeking new avenues for identity, 
he takes a cruise around the Gre¬ 
cian islands. In a moment’s brava¬ 
do, he picks up a member of the 
Harvard Crew, has some incendi¬ 
ary sex with him, and then steals 
the fellow’s sweatshirt. Wearing it, 
he’s befriended by other athletes 
and invited to their party. Natu¬ 
rally, he’s recognized there, and 
punished not only for his thievery, 
but for his audacity at wanting to 
belong. The punishment takes the 
form of what he thought was the 
prize, the sign of belonging: sex. 

The movie both opens and 
closes with scenes of sex as pun¬ 
ishment. In the first, pledges to the 
fraternity are humiliated through 
sex. Although there’s fascinating 
detail in the ensuing orgy for these 
eight striking boys, none of them. 
seem to enjoy it; it’s like an obsta¬ 
cle course. The same is true of the 
movie’s climax, in which Johnny 
is confronted by eight incredible 
beauties. They stand in a line, and 
he’s forced to rim each in turn, 
then blow them, before he is gang- 



banged. This is manhood mode 
that’s not only joyless, but hard to 
enjoy; it’s a toll, a price extracted 
from Johnny. It’s unfulfilling be¬ 
cause it’s sex used against him in¬ 
stead of with him. Although John¬ 
ny is rescued by a man who gen¬ 
uinely loves him, providing a sex- 
ily romantic finale, there’s a chill¬ 
ing coda which suggests the per¬ 
manently warping effects of the 
punishments of sex he’s experi¬ 
enced, in combination with his 
own conflicted nature — his flee¬ 
ing from love, to run toward sure 
rejection. 

I could gush on at length about 
the movie’s generous and splen¬ 
didly filmed internal scenes. There 
are some out-of-this-world guys 
having rigorous sex in glamorous 
locations. Yet the rare and appre¬ 
ciated accomplishment of Out of 
Athens, that it’s so intriguingly 
character-driven, takes (distress¬ 
ing) precedence. It’s the thinking 
man’s porno of the year, with 
some sensationally sexy scenes 
wrapped in a package that may 
deflect some enjoyment and dis¬ 
courage repeat viewings. 

I missed the video release of 
Thrusted, and was delighted to 
make its acquaintance. It’s a juicy 
bon-bon of a movie. Directing 
without pretense or braggadocio, 
Chi Chi LaRue delivers the goods. 
He indicates just enough relation¬ 
ship between his players to leaven 
the manhood mode of an attrac¬ 
tively sleazy bunch. Thrusted grew 
on me; repetitions have been just 
swell. 

Basic Plumbing 2 is also good, 
with foxy Christopher Scott get¬ 
ting the works in two scenes, plus 
appreciable co-stars like Brennan 
Foster (prettiest balls in the busi¬ 
ness), Mike Branson (what beau¬ 
tiful brawn), Chase Hunter, and 
Michel Lucas. There are hours of 
slo-mo joy in these DVDs. T

I f ever there were a group delight¬ 
ing in poetic terrorism as a way to 
better society, it’s the crazy-ass folks 
who put on DADAFEST.

Independence daze

P ride month is finally over. 
Gone are the endless public 
service announcements, 
special programming on TV sig¬ 
naling advances within the 
queer community, films, 
documentaries and... 

Oh, wait, that was 
just a dream we were 
having. Back in reali¬ 
ty, one would never 
have known it was 
Pride month on TV. 

Despite a 
dearth of any¬ 
thing new on 
the tube, we 
were shocked to find little pro¬ 
gramming related to queers (no, 
reruns of Will & Grace don’t 
count). Were it not for PBS run¬ 
ning In the Life, there would be 
nothing to signal the 32nd an¬ 
niversary of the events that 
changed the lives of millions of 
queers in America. 

Nor was there much note of a 
far grimmer anniversary last 
week, the 20th anniversary of 
AIDS. A few mentions on the 
morning shows and the Sunday 
talking heads fests. An episode of 
Frontline on PBS. One episode of 
Nightline, which trotted out the 
tired team of NIAID’s Dr. Antho¬ 
ny Fauci and Project Inform’s 
Martin Delaney for the upteenth 
time. Both men are older and 
balder, and neither made a signif¬ 
icant statement to mark 20 years 
of death in America, and an esca¬ 
lation in Africa and Asia that far 


surpasses anything even San Fran¬ 
cisco saw at the height of the epi¬ 
demic here. 

Both Fauci and Delaney noted 
we still have an epidemic. (Duh!) 
Both men noted more treatment 
options are needed. African- 
American AIDS activist and PWA 
Rae Wilkins was included 
as the face of AIDS, 
her formerly lovely 
visage unnaturally al¬ 
tered by lymphadema 
caused by her daily 
AIDS cocktail. 

Wilkins’ was the 
honest voice. 
Reminding the 
audience that 
AIDS is ugly 
and brutal, and that the belief that 
all one has to do is take a pill to 
make it right is wrong, she point¬ 
ed out how in six weeks on the 
cocktail she went from a size 6 in 
her upper body to a size 20, from 
the lymph deposits traveling un¬ 
naturally to her back, neck and 
face, due to the side effects of the 
AIDS drugs. Wilkins’ six minutes 
in the half-hour program had to 
stand in for all that wasn’t said 
anywhere on the networks about 
AIDS, 20 years into the epidemic. 

Compassion flowers 

It’s a brutally sad commentary 
on our disengagement from 
HIV/AIDS as an issue that the 
most poignant and political mo¬ 
ments of recognition of the crisis 
were on the soaps, which all noted 
the Day of Compassion last week. 
On All My Children, Stuart and 
Marion held a fundraiser for 


AIDS at their gallery. On One Life 
to Live, Kelly and Rev. Carpenter 
discussed the perils of the epi¬ 
demic in Africa and the need for 
hands-on medical personnel from 
the US. 

But as was true last year, ABC’s 
Port Charles and General Hospital 
deserve special commendation for 
centering an entire storyline 
around the HIV/AIDS issue, last¬ 
ing a full week on both shows: the 
General Hospital Nurses Ball, 
which raises money for 
HIV/AIDS in Port Charles. Once 
again, Nurses Ball emcee Lucy Coe 
(Lynn Herring) gave a moving 
speech about how the epidemic is 
far from over. This year, the AIDS 
quilt hung as a backdrop to the 
event, and the camera panned 
over it daily. 

GH broke soap ground years 
ago with the AIDS story of the 
teens Stone and Robin. Stone had 
AIDS and unknowingly passed it 
on to lover Robin. Stone died (in 
one of the most moving storylines 
in soap history), and Robin re¬ 
mains a recurring character on 
GH and AMC, references to her 
HIV status incorporated into her 
storylines, but not their sole focus. 

Perhaps because she has been 
embroiled in the storyline of the 
girl she loves dying of heart fail¬ 
ure, Bianca Montgomery (Eden 
Reigel), soapdom’s sole Sapphic, 
wasn’t able to think about Pride 
month. Or perhaps AMCs writers 
felt it was too soon in Bianca’s 
coming out for her to be seeking 
out Pride events — especially 
given she’s the only queer in Pine

Valley now that Rain has left town. 
But we would have liked to have 
seen Bianca at least checking the 
Internet for Pride info. Maybe 
next year. 

We continue to be impressed 
with the way AMC has incorpo¬ 
rated Bianca’s love for Laura into 
the show’s other storylines. We 
were particularly touched by how 
Laura’s mother Brooke (Emmy- 
nominated Julia Barr) took note 
of Bianca’s feelings for her daugh¬ 
ter. She’s been so much more 
compassionate and caring about 
Bianca’s lesbianism than Bianca’s 
own mother, Erica. 

We also appreciate the triangle 
of Laura/Bianca/Leo. Laura’s ill¬ 
ness has made for a broad use of 
Bianca’s emotions. And the excel¬ 
lent Reigel has captured the con¬ 
fusion and frustration of coming 
out and falling in love with some¬ 
one straight. This remains a 
groundbreaking story and one 
well worth watching. 

Just Jack 

Speaking of worth watching, 
ABC’s fabu new game show, You 
Don’t Know Jack, is a marvelous 
antidote to the whole game-show 
resurgence phenomenon. YDKJ is 
fresh and funny, and stars the sex¬ 
ually ambiguous Paul Reubens 
(Pee-wee Herman) as game-show 
host Troy Stevens. 

The schtik is Jeopardy meets 
Weakest Link, with a little Wheel of 
Fortune and Millionaire tossed in, 
but the always irreverent cate¬ 
gories of questions make the game 
fun. (“Things that sound dirty but 
aren’t.”) The show’s a ratings run¬ 
away, and for once we totally un¬ 
derstand why. Watch it once and 
you’ll be hooked. 

That’s how we remember the 
sitcom All in the Family, a show 
one got hooked on and then never 
missed (back in the days before 
VCRs, one had to stay in on Sat¬ 
urday night to watch it). Veteran 
actor Carroll O’Connor teamed 
with the show’s creator Norman 
Lear to forge one of the most 
iconoclastic shows in TV history. 
That AITF lasted as long as it did 
was in large part due to O’Con¬ 
nor’s perfection as an actor. 

O’Connor died last week at 76, 
and a panoply of Hollywood 
heavyweights spoke at his funeral. 
In recent years he crusaded 
against drugs — his son’s lifelong 
addiction led to suicide — and 
was sued by his son’s dealer for 
defamation. Anyone who saw O’¬ 
Connor on talk shows in recent 
years could see how diminished 
he was by his son’s death. But 
those of us who saw him at his 


peak, as the inimitable Archie 
Bunker, saw genius. 

Another acting great died last 
week. Jack Lemmon is best known 
to the current generation of TV 
viewers for his luminous perfor¬ 
mance in the TV version of Tues¬ 
days with Morrie last year. But we 
loved the Oscar-winning Lem¬ 
mon best in Some Like It Hot, for

which he received an Oscar nom¬ 
ination. The final scene is so in¬ 
credibly queer and genderbending 
that it still seems outrageous 40- 
odd years later. (Lemmon’s co-star 
Tony Curtis said of Lemmon last 
week, “He hated wearing a dress, 
but he was awfully good at it”) 

Great acting takes one’s breath 
away. O’Connor and Lemmon 
had that ability. In the vast waste¬ 
land of mediocre acting that is TV, 
these actors made us feel like we 
were seeing something we hadn’t 
seen before. And likely won’t see 
again. 

Finally, we thought of many 
cruel and unusual things to say 
about Dick Cheney’s latest heart 
trouble. But we worry about our 
karma, and thus refrain. However, 
we did wonder if Cheney has an 
HMO, and if his pre-existing con¬ 
dition exempted him from treat¬ 
ment, as it usually does with 
HMOs. Then we wondered if he 
felt the need of a patient’s bill of 
rights to ensure his medical needs 
would be taken care of. Then we 
remembered he made $36 million 
last year. He can buy any treat¬ 
ment he wants. Patient’s bill of 
rights? Who needs that when you 
bought Microsoft at $5 in 1990 
and got into office just in time to 
keep the monopoly going? 

Yet we must ponder this: Che¬ 
ney made millions polluting the 
environment. Now his heart is so 
clogged it can’t pump well enough 
to get oxygen to his brain. Who 
says there isn’t a God? What goes 
around, comes around. Look out, 
George, you could be next. T
